Owensboro, Ky., Nov. 9—[Special.1— 
Saturday, November 9, will go down in 
the history of Daviess county as one of 
the most strenuous and exciting days 
that Owensboro, the county rent, has 
ever witnessed. Hundreds of tobacco 
growers representing Daviess, McLean 
Ohio, Breckc-nridge and Hancock coun¬ 
ties asembied In Owensboro to-day. 
The majority of these farmers wore 
Daviess county growers. They began 
to arrive In Owensboro Friday night, 
and on every road leading to the 
county seat scores of farmers could be 
seen up until noon to-day. It is esti¬ 
mated that 4,000 farmers lined the 
streets of Owensboro at noon to-day. 
So 'tfnsc was the crowd In the busi¬ 
ness section that it was necessary for 
Owenebono people to walk in the middle 
of the streets. 

There were three causes for the 
crowd hi Owensboro to-dny. The first 
was the call Issued by the Green River 
Equity Warehouse Company, better 
known as the “Home Warehouse Com¬ 
pany,” requesting all tobacco growers 
who have pooled with the company to 
come to Owensboro to-day for the pur¬ 
pose of ratifying the sale of the 1907 
crop of tobacco to the American To¬ 
bacco Company. 

The second cause was the call for a 
meeting by the Independent Tobacco 
Growers of Daviess county, who have 
heretofore refused to pool their tobacco, 
for the purpose of organizing for “self 
protection.” The third cause for the 
large gathering wus a special meeting 
called by the Green River District To¬ 
bacco Growers’ Association of the 
American Society of Equity.

The results of the gathering to-day 
were as follows; The home warehouse 
people unanimously ratified the con¬ 
tract made with the American Tobacco 
Company for the sale of the 1907 crop 
of tobacco. The Independent farmers 
adopted a resolution pledging them¬ 
selves and their means to protect their 
property and to uphold the strong arm 
of the law. The Louisville Warehouse 
faction, which represents the'army of 
Equity, adopted resolutions calling on 
the tobacco growers of the Green River 
(JJstrIct not to deliver their crops un¬ 
til tho 1905 and 1906 crops hnvo been 
sold, and requesting that no tobacco 

be received by the buyers. 

• • • 

Violence Condemned. 

Resolutions were aLso adopted con¬ 
demning violence, but saying that the 
meeting of the independent farmers 
and Home Warehouse people was the 
first step toward violence and Intimi¬ 
dation. 

Rumors flew thick and fast about 
Owensboro all day. Mayor W. M 
O'Bryan was appealed tp to use his 
Influence to keep down violence Mayor 
O’Bryan Issued a proclamation, but upon 
being assured that every effort would 
be made by the farmers to keep the 
peace the proclamation was not put 
into effect. 

The Mayor had Issued the following 
proclamation: 

It being represented to me by many 
good citizens that there Is great apprehen¬ 
sion of serious outbreak and violence lik¬ 
ing place In this city on account of the 
differences of the people assembled here 
from various parts of this nnd adjoining 
counties, and that the public peace Is In 
Jeopardy, now therefore I, as Mayor, here¬ 
by order: 

pj r8t —All places where liquors ore aold y 
by retail to close the same at noon and 
to remain closed until 4 o’clock p. m. this 
day. 

Second-That all persons conduct them¬ 
selves in a peaceable nnd orderly manner. 

Third—The chief of police is ordrre^ t» 
assemble the police force at or near ths 
public squnre. and arrest all persons whs* 
commit any violations of the ordinance* 
and criminal or penal laws of the Stato. 

Fourth—To co-operate with the Sher.ff 
In everything necessary to preserve the 
peace.

HOOKER'S CASE IS AFPEALED. 


Lexington, Ky.. Nov. 9 .— [Special.]— 
The funeral this morning of Policeman 
Michael Murphy. who died from 
wounds received while making an ar¬ 
rest on election day, was one of th«* 
largest and most imposing witnessed In 
Lexington for several years. The ser¬ 
vices were held at St. Paul s Catholic 
church at 9 o'clock and every seat in 
tlie budding was occupied while a num¬ 
ber of persons stood In the rear. 

The funeral procession as It entered 
the church w as headed by a number of 
county and city officials. Including Dr. 
R. B. Waddy. Mayor pro tern and for¬ 
mer Mayor Thomas A. Combs. Next 
came n squad of twenty-nine police¬ 
men. headed by Capt. J. C. Ford and 
Lieutenants Garrett and Ously. They 
were followed by the casket covered 
with flowers and borne by the follow¬ 
ing pallbearers; Chief of Police Jerry 
Reagan, Capt. William Jenkins. Chief 
of Detectives Malcolm Brown. Officer 
James Donlon. J. P. Tocher, freight 
agent Q. and C. railroad; Circuit Clerk 
James C. Rogers. Mayor-elect John 
Skuin and John Lyons. 

The Immediate family of the dead 
man and a number nf Intimate friends 
were next In the line, and behind them 
came a double line of members nf the 
Catholic orders of the Y M. I. and 
Knights of Columbus, many of whom 
were from Paris and other Central 
Kentucky towns. High mass was cele¬ 
brated by the Rev. Father Delaney, 
and the funeral ceremonial of the Cath¬ 
olic Church was followed by an appro¬ 
priate sermon, preached by Rev. Fa¬ 
ther Boland, of Somerset, who was a 
personal friend of the dead man In 
concluding his address Father Boland 
said; "We love him because we have 
seen him in bis hospe life, a devoted 
husband, a kind father, one who made 
a sacrifice each day f.u* those he loved 
and who loved him. He was the true 
type of a loyal father. This vast throng 
here to-day. gathered to do honor to 
his memory, speaks to you more elo¬ 
quently than I can possible do. of his 
high character, his personal and moral 
worth.” 

At the end of the services at the 
church the procession, followed by 
about seventy vehicles contalnng 
friends of the dead policeman, proceed¬ 
ed to the Catholic cemetery, where the 
Interment took place. All the city of¬ 
fices were closed during the funeral 
The members of the police force will 
wear mourning thirty days In remem¬ 
brance of their dead comrade,

Washington, Nov. 9—The trustees 
and committee of the Industrial Peace 
Foundation met at the Department of 
Commerce and Labor to-day to organ¬ 
ize and outline plans. Franklin Me- 
Veagh. of Chicago, won elected a mem¬ 
ber of the committee to fill the vacancy 
caused by the nonucceptanco of Elbert 
H. Gary. Mr. MeVeagh will represent 
the employers on the committee. 

A resolution was passed requesting 
the Commissioner of I-abor to Investi¬ 
gate and report upon the working of 
the various State Boards of Arbitration 
and Conciliation, also upon the Cana¬ 
dian act, as well a« upon Industrial 
arbitration and conciliation boards In 
other countries, and to present the re¬ 
sult of his inquiries to the foundation 
for the guidance and information and 
with the view of bringing the Arbitra¬ 
tion and Conciliation Boards of the 
several States which have provided for 
such work, in relation with the Indus¬ 
trial Peace Foundation. 

A Committee on By-laws and Regu¬ 
lations was appointed, consisting of 
Marcus M Marks.

The Home Warehouse people and the 
independent farmers left the court 
room and a»seufbled on the south side 
of the courthouse.

When or¬ 
der had been resmred in the court¬ 
house yard. S R- Ewing, one of the 
most prominent Independent farmer* in 
the company, called tire meeting to or¬ 
der.

Mr. Jeffry stated that the time had 
come, he thought, for the pasringof res¬ 
olutions on the tobacco situation In 
Daviess county. He appointed a com¬ 
mittee composed of representative 
farmers to draft resolutions. The re¬ 
port of the committee on resolutions 
was adopted and I* as follows;

Resolved, That we favor absolute imte- 


pendence and the peaceful exercise of our 
rights as free American citizens, and 
should any peraon or persons interfere 
or attempt to lender us In the exercise 
of said rights that we here and now 
pledge ourselves and our means to pro¬ 
tect our property and upholding the 
strong arm of the law.

HEART AND SUDDEN DEATH. 

t Literary Digest J 

The belief that sudden d -nth Is frequent¬ 
ly caused by “heart dl***axe" Is wide¬ 
spread, and a pain In the region of the 
heart often causes fear which In Itsj'.f 
produces Irregularity of heart action and 
makes the trouble worse. We arc assure! 
by physicians that there Is very little 
danger of this kind, says an editorial 
writer In the Medical Times: 

“This fear of death from heart disease 
la certainly fostered by lay press accounts 
which one finds daily and perhaps several 
times In one Issue. The diagnosis in the 
event of a sudden death on the public 
thoroughfare is often made by an axtu e 
policeman. That the unfortunate man 
died of heart failure Is a conclusion quite 
satisfactory to the lay reader; and . . 

the worry exhibits Itself reflexly In 
precordial uneasiness. It were quite 
as scientific to state that one dies 
of failure of respiration; every'creature's 
death comes about ultimately with the 
cessation of one or the other or of h th 
of these phenomena. Thus the average 
citizen has corns? to fear, whenever h** 
goes to bed with a sensation to th- left of 
the sternum that—to use a hibemlclsm— 
he will wake up in the morning to flnj 
dead 

"Another frequent factor In Inducing 
symptoms which the pattern believes to 
be due to a disease of his h»»art Is gastric 
pyTTbocilR and flatulence. The distended 
stomach, with little else than the thin 
diaphragm to separate It from the hsart. 
presses upon the latter organ so that the 
uneasiness results which is refen«d to. 
Nor would we by nny means hold llghdy 
that valvular di»?u«e Is not attended w.th 
danger to life; yet we know* that most of 
those who suffer thus live many months, 
and that their comparatively slow demise 
Is due to some such concomitant factor as 
a kidney lesion or to th* pressure effects 
cf a dropsy. Yet we would observe hr re 
parenthetically that there are h'art le¬ 
gions. which may result In sudden death. 
. , . Except In these conditions, how¬ 

ever, sudden death Is not to be appre¬ 
hended as due to the heart. . . 8tokes 

half a centruy ago protested against the 
popular conception that sudden d-eatli Js 
very common In heart disease; even S3 
the termination is as h rule only afte. 
abundant warning. "Gibson of Edinburgh 
hits recently emphasized Stokr's expres¬ 
sions. And with these two English au¬ 
thorities Brounrdc! of Paris !s In striking 
agreement, and finds for his patt that 
death Is especially apt to be brough? 
about by the kidneys, and next to th 
apoplexy Is responsible. ’This would 
leave heart disease to occupy only the 
third place.’ 

"Nevertheless, from a prophylatlc 
Viewpoint It wl l l*e found that the m* at¬ 
tire* beat calculated to avoid sudd-n 
<!• a.tb from kidney dir i*e will be es<* r- 
tlally the .-:nme ns those calculated t 
secure the int* grlty of the h^art. Anton 
them the most Important are tho avoid 
unco of sources of poisoning either fro** 
without or from within, the avo dance of 
alcohol, tobacco, too large an amount f 
meat, ami the prevention of autolntoxic 
Uw» of all kinilz.”

niched. You Can arrange them so color* 
will not swear at each otlher and large 
plants obscure small ones. By all means 
miss your effect, using color and variety. 
Instead of resorting to detached bits. 

Massing is necessary to complete bar -1 
mony, put like with like, am! strive for 
broad effects rather than for diversity. 
A few* good things are far more prefer b e 
than a number or 111 assorted patches. 
Plants seem so lonely when sep t rated 
from those of their own kind, and always 
seem to me to be looking about for the r 
kinsfolks Avoid stra ght lines whero pos. 
stble. If the beds have any lencth at all. 
and make the* lines natural. Y mi nev*>r 
saw nature grow anything in perfect lines 
The north side of one's lot is th* best 
Place to plant, as It gets the hereflt of 
the sun end enables us to place the 
larger plant© against the fence, thus 
screening what Is ordinarily n very un¬ 
sightly object, with the smaller ones In 
front.

I think the 
best way for the beginner to start Is to 
consult catalogues, such books as are ob¬ 
tainable, or soma neighbor who has 
passed the ln-L.au point. I started on 
roses and formed a first lova to which 1 
am still devoted. What can be more beau¬ 
tiful than a perfect Msman Coe hot, La 
France. Uberty. Francis Kreuger. or the 
wonderful Kaiser.n Victoria? I might 
mime numberless varieties Just os go d 
and Just as certain to repay one's offec- 
t.onate care. If one Is going In for pe¬ 
rennials, as one certainly should to gome 
extent, bv all means have phlox, poeo- 
n!es, lilies, hollyhocks, golden glow, 
columbine, larkspur, coreopsis, plsty- o- 
don and chrysanthemums I stopp^l the 
Hat Just here because 1 was afraid some 
club rr-mfrer would stop me If l didn't. 

As for annuals our choice Is llm'ted only 
by the amount of space available. An¬ 
nuals are so easily raised from seed.* and 
thus so Inexpensive, that the temptation 
is to crowd In more than we should. I have 
heard many people say In the faJC'next 
year I am going In for hardy plants en¬ 
tirely and let annuals alone." I have 
never known one to stick to this deter¬ 
mination. I have often In the fail deter¬ 
mined to decrease the varletiee In tho 
coming season, and devote my effort to a 
select few. I have never stuck either. 1 
find such difflcuhy In selecting the few 
varieties. In fact, the tendency is to, 
each year, form now attachments, and as 
I cannot forsake the old. I find my b^ds 
growing larger and larger. Thosj who 
scoff at annuals seem to forget the tvon- 
derful dahlias, ihe rtmalng splendor of 
the scarlet sage, the canrns with their 
stately manner and gorgeous colors; th© 
exquisite beauty of the aster, the o d- 
fashlnnod verbenas, petunias, marigolds, 
the delightful fragrant nasturtium, and 
many, many more. I find the same diffi¬ 
culty In selecting th© varieties for ex¬ 
amples that I do for phtnMng. There ar© 
so many I hate to leave out of my list. 
I will not take up your time In an at¬ 
tempt to describe varlmw flowers or to 
give my Idea of how* they should each he 
treated. I'm afraid your patience w uld 
not sh*nd the strain, and I know the e a •* 
some In the club who*© experience end 
knowledge of the subject Is greater than 
mine. What a pity the average yard will 
not permit of shrubb©! y. Nothl g Is so f 
fpctlve when one has the space permit¬ 
ting of its use end nothing Is w »ro\ ex¬ 
cept geometrical designs In one’s front 
yard, than ’O see shrubbery forced on a 
location entirely unfitted foT It.

RESULT OF FIGHT BETWEEN 
CHURCHES AND SALOONS. 


NOT EVEN NEWSPAPERS CAN BE 
SOLD ON SUNDAY. 


MAYOR NOT PLEASED A BIT. 


Omahas Neb.. Nov. D.—[Special.)— 
December 15 will bo the first of a series 
of “blue" Sundays In Omaha—-Sundays 
aa blue as any the people of Connecti¬ 
cut ever experienced in the days of ihc 
famous blue laws of that State.. Mayor 
James C. Dahl man ha* Issued an order 
to Chief of Police John J. Donahue to 
enforce Section 291 of Chapter 23 of 
the complied statutes of Nebraska on 
and after December 15. and the chief 
says he will enforce It to the letter. 
Under Its enforcement no unnecessary 
huslnrss of any sort T will be don© and 
no common labor of any sort, save that 
of charity and necessity will be per¬ 
formed on the first day of the week. 

All saloons, billiard halls, pool rooms, 
butcher shops. groceries, bakeries, 
candy stores, newstands, barber shops, 
theaters, dance halls and other places 
of business and amusement which hith¬ 
erto have been accustomed to keep open 
on Sunday will be closed on that day; 
no newspapers will be sold in the street 
or delivered by carriers to the homes 
of subscribers; no carriages, automo¬ 
biles or other conveyances will be hired 
out for the use of pleasure seekers; no 
baseball, football, golf or other games 
will be played—in short, th© ltd will be 
on tight and there will be “nothing 
doing.”

the Sunday observance law as a g:»od 
law', or because he believes that “blue” 
Sundays wilF be belter for the people 
of Omaha than another kind. 

He dtmanded the enforcement of the 
SundAy observance law because, ac¬ 
ceding to a demand made upr»n him -for 
a strict enforcement of the Slocumb 
IhAv. Mayor Dahlman ordered the re¬ 
moval of all screens In the saloons. The 
demand for the removal of the screeos 
was made upon the Mayor by Elmer E. 
Thomas, on attorney representing vari¬ 
ous religious and other societies. The 
saloons had been closing on Sunday In 
obedience to the law for some time, 
and their keepers felt that in closing 
their places of business on Sunday they 
had gone quite far enough. Th<up all 
rebelled w*ben the order was Issued for 
the removal of the screens, and then 
Fields, their representative, demanded 
the enforcement of the Sunday observ¬ 
ance law. ■*•* 

He made this demand as an act of 
retaliation, and he insists that the 
saloon keep* rs will compel th© enforce¬ 
ment of ttye Sunday observance law 
so long as the religious and temper¬ 
ance Interests of the city continue their 
crusade against the saloon. He de¬ 
clares that what ts sauce for the goose 
Is sauce for the gander; that If It Is 
right to enforce one law' it Is right to 
enforce another.

Laws Are Foolish. 


It la a pity there is not a law com¬ 
pelling uniformity of # fences along our 
streets. Better, really,’if fences could be 
done away with. To look down a street 
and see each lot Inclosed In u different 
manner Is distressing, and I think should 
be the first question agitated by the Im¬ 
provement Committee. We might carry 
It still farther and make a raid on th© 
back and side fences, encouraging 
throughout the community the substitu¬ 
tion of privet hedges for th© unsightly 
board or wire fence. 

The outbuildings necessary can be 
cosily made more presentable by the 
growth of vines or the planting of tall- 
growing flowers, such as cosmos, sun¬ 
flowers, etc. Her© Is a chance for shrub¬ 
bery If you care for It. Lilacs. Althea, 
syrlng*. viburnum and such largo shrubs 
will afford an affective screen, and In 
front of these you may plant smaller 
shrubs, such as deutxlas. azaleas, wel- 
gfdla. hibiscus, or even such plants as 
funkfas, fox gloves, paeonles. etc., which 
have th© necessary dense foliage. 

Proper watering is a most essential 
part of the care of a garden. The ground 
should be thoroughly soaked when water¬ 
ing Is necessary. I nv-sn staked so that 
the water percolates below the roots of 
the plants, encouraging the downward 
growth of these roots, rather than an up¬ 
ward growth, as It will do when the 
gTound !h slmnly sprinkled. The ground 
should be cultivated as soon after water¬ 
ing as It will permit, nnd you needn't 
be Afraid of too much cultivation, either. 
Keep the ground cl*»an And loose. And na¬ 
ture will A*sl«t you to a greater degree 

There can be no doubt upon the ques¬ 
tion of the gain in health And strength 
of those who live much In their gardens. 
And do Actual work among the growing 
things Nothing is so restful after a 
hard llrosom'’ dav as a garden, and I 
think It Is particularly so If It Is the re¬ 
sult of one's own Isbor Just one thing 
I again want to emph«s«*e before clos¬ 
ing—“don’t plant too much."

Th© guard 
attempted to arrest the men. but was 
fired upon and wounded. The shots, 
how’over. aroused the officers and 
guards at the station, and several vol¬ 
leys were exchanged between the out¬ 
laws and the soldiers, the former 
escaping without injury. 

The police profes**to be unable to un¬ 
derstand the attempt to cut the sema¬ 
phore. as such an act could hardly 
work any harm to the imperial train, 
which was due to pass a few hours 
later. It is generally believed, how¬ 
ever. that the outlaws Intended to pre¬ 
vent the use of the signal, with th© 
object of bringing the train to a stop 
at that i>oint. No arrests have been 
made.

CIVIL WAR VETERAN SUCCUMBS 
TO HEART DISEASE. 


BUSY JUVENILE COURT SESSION 
HELD YESTERDAY. 


COUNCIL VOTES DAMAGES. 


Melmorth Marlowe, an old soldier of the 
Civil War, died sudden?}' of heart disease 
at hla home. 224 Went Ninth street. Now 
Albany, shortly before Friday midnight. 
He had been about the streets Friday and 
was apparently In his usual health. 
Shortly after nightfall he began com¬ 
plaining of pain in the region of the henrt. 
but was supposed to have obtained relief. 
The second seizure came as he was sit¬ 
ting In his chair alone, and a few minutes 
later members of his family found him 
unconscious. Physicians were called and 
restoratives administered, but he never 
regained consciousness. 

H« was sixty-nine years old and Is sur¬ 
vived by his widow and seven children, 
two daughters and five sons. A member 
of Sanderson Post. O. A. R.. his funeral 
will take place this afternoon under the 
direction of that association, at the family 
home. Services will be conducted by the 
Rev. W. B Grimes, pastor of the Maln- 
street M. E. church and the burtnJ will 
be In the rurul cemetery near Edwards- 
vllle and within sight of the home in 
which ho was bom and where ho was 
reared. 


Street Repairs Ordered. 

The New Albany Street Railway Com¬ 
pany. at the meeting of the Board of 
Public Works of that city yeaterdny 
morning, was notified by that body within 
five days to repair the excavation made 
at East Thirteenth and Kim streets.

The necessity 
for a compromise in thi* cas© has cuusod 
u discussion among the Council men. and 
it Is probable that all tbo defective side¬ 
walks in the city wUl be ordered repair¬ 
ed. thereby preventing a recurrence of the 
costly experience.

Four miles from Oak Park and fif¬ 
teen miles from the c nter cf th • c ty 
la the largest pheasant farm In the 
-World. says the Chicago Inter-Ocean, 
started by a high school boy who 
wanted something to do to occupy h s 
spore time, this ab.»<to of the brdilantiy 
plum aged English pheasant has groan 
from a small poultry farm of a Tew 
hundred In the r* ar of his father's 
heuso to a farm of 100 acr.s, wh.ch Is 
well known to game commissioners and 
game wardens all over the United 
States. 

Wallace Evans is the young im»n who 
started this novel experiment In Chi¬ 
cago. and a stroll over his farm is well 
worth while, pwellors In Chicago, ac¬ 
customed to th * miles of pav<d streett 
and formal boulevards, with the wil¬ 
derness cf skyscrapers down town, 
which they see every day. are op: to 
forget, and » »me nevhr r^a! x\ that it 
t« but a step from th> great city to ths 
haunts of nature 

The 100-acre farm which Is dev txl 
to the culture of the English pheasant 
and mafiy other varieties of rho ee 
game birds Is situated near the banka 
of i he Desplaines. and part of it '« 
still covered with the primeval forests 
which formerly extended over nil Chi¬ 
cago. It Is an Ideal location for :h<» 
propagation of th*.«c game birds, and 
almost every acre Is utlfio-d In brlngirtT 
them to the highest of perf.-c-

That the cultivat'd) of the Engll:ih 
pheasant In Amcrhqi Is deftmed to be- 
come an Important Industry''is wppir- 
ent from the Interest which has o<?»n 
taken In the experiment of Mr Kv.in§ 
from its inception. The English ph:as- 
ant is known to be the wildest of game 
birds, and the particular demand for It 
In this country Is for the purpose of 
stocking private pres?rve«. as Is done 
In England, Belgium land Germany. In 
the lust two years the interest In the 
t English pheasant has grown to auch an 
ext* nt that the Game Commlwi.o.icr f 
Illinois has been #*\| erimentlng with 
the birds, and two game f irnu* are 
maintained where they are raised to b?

Netting About Place. 

Down nt one end of the Evaru farm ! 
Is a lake made by damming up a por¬ 
tion of the cre^k. which covers some 
ten acres. The lake, and, in fact. the ( 
entire farm. Is surrounded with a fence! 
of fine wire netting to prevent the birds 
from getting out Into the surrounding 
country, and to prevent pielatory ant-/ 
main, such as minks, rat coons, ruw. 
etc., Truin getting In and destroying 
the valuable birds. Mr. Evans Is 
obliged to wage a continual warfare 
against these animals, for one mink 
getting within the inclosure would km 
fifty or eixty birds In a night, and ,i« 
It is not a night goes by without ire 
loss of Mvtr&l of them by their four-, 
footed enemies. 

A visit to the farm of Mr. Evans on 
the day before Halloween proved bn'h 
Interesting and instructive. It wan a 
perfect day, just coo! enough to be 
Sllmift»titiff. and the change from the 
smoky city Ito the flaar air of the coqn- \ 
try was a welcome relief. Several 
small houses at different parts of the 
farm for the housing of the gameke»p. 
ero^and assistant* were all the habi¬ 
tations for a mile around. Mr. Evms 
wue* Just bringing In a trap In which 
he had caught a large mink the night. 
before. 

"Lucky I got that fellow," he re¬ 
marked. "Wr would have had some 
fifty or sixty leas birds If he had gotten 
Inside." 

The mink trap was u luige c*|f made 
of fine meshed wire netting, und the 
arrangement of it was such thaT the 
mink, searching for ft hole in th- fence 
through which to crawl, s/ould run 
Into thf trap and be caught easily. He 
was concealed In the hay In a dark 
corner of his prison, and all that could 
be seen of him was a pair of glisten ng 
black eyes which shon * ominously from 
the back ^ 

"I even find these minks profitable, 
said Mr. Evans, "and ship all of them 
away. There la quite a market for 
them." , 

Down nt the duck pond wore several 
hundred ducks and geese of all descrip¬ 
tions swimming contentedly about in 
the wire IncloFure. aril every nrw an 1 
then their cries would bring clown wild 
mallards and teal ducks, and even can¬ 
vas backs as they flew across. But 
the raising of wild ducks Is but a small 
part of the business of Mr. Evans.

Thousands of Birdr. 

Leading the way across the creek and 
over a bridge. Mr Evans opened a gat** 
which opened into the field where th • 
pheasants themselves were kept. Ho 
h:m in all about 4,000 young English 
pheasants, and 2,000 Silvers. Reeve*. 
Goldens, Amhersts .and Versicolors. The 
young English pheasants are kept in a 
field which occupies fully fifteen acres. 
It was the hour for feeding the English 
pheasants, und the sight as Mr. Evans 
summoned them toward him was never 
to b** forgotten. From every corner and 
In every part of the stubbly field, from 
down beneath the brown, dried grass 
the birds appeared There must have 
been fully 1.600 of them advancing to¬ 
ward the feeder, a incwis of brown 
atoms. Some of the young cocks 
showed Just n hint of the tortus 
plumage which they will sp”rt when 
they have passed their period of adol- 
esence. 

"That is a sight w hich cannot b*» seen 
In this country or tiny other," remarked 
Mr. Evan*. 8r. t who was accompanying 
his son. "While to look at th* flock on*- 
might lmngim- It Is an easy t hi fig to 
raise pheasants. he would find that to 
wise them on a large scale U somewhat 
difficult They are much more difficult 
to raise than chickens, but at the same 
time anyone who cart raise chickens In 
large quantities can rals* pheasant- It 
is safe to say, though, that anyone wh • 
•will take the pains can raise u fl>ck or 
pheasants with as smajl a pertrentng - 
, of loss as with thoroughbred chickens 
Women se*m to have a hotter knack of 
handling young and delicate creature?

There is a great 
pal of talk to the effect that Hearst, 
y reason of having had his own State 
ticket In the field for the Court of Ap¬ 
peals judgeship, has at last been com¬ 
pelled to stand up and be counted, and 
the result has not been of such a char, 
acter as to cause the other parties to 
fear the Independence League In the 
future. One also hears that Herbert 
Parsons, having dragged the Republican 
party into a discreditable alliance which 
is bound to cause it much embarrass¬ 
ment next year In the National cam- | 
polgn has numbered his days as a man 
of power In his organisation.

A Former Fusion Failure.

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Fusion failed just as It has done be¬ 
fore, even In years when there wa* 
harmony among those forces opposed to 
Tammany and they were aided by the 
newspapers as well. The year 1897 was 
a case In point where all the parties 
arxd the press hammered at the Tiger, 
but without result. It may be laid 
down as a general proposition that New 
York, being a stronghold of Democracy 
and the great mass or Democrats rec¬ 
ognizing Tammany as the branch of 
the party in this city, they are not go¬ 
ing to vote against the organization 
In the absence of suoJi* evidence of 
wrongdoing on Ih© part of its leader* 
a* aroused the people In 1901 and 1894. 
Those two campaigns worked well for 
Fusion simply because the Tammany 
administration in power hail made l. 
impossible for a self-respecting, decent 
citizen to support the Tiger ticket. Such 
a situation did not exist In the last 
campaign. New York has not had a 
hotter administration in years than 
that of Mayor McClellan. The idea of 
making Charles F. Murphy an issue 
was well enough in 1900, when he ar¬ 
bitrarily would not allow Tammany to 
Indorse William T. Jerome for D.strict 
Attorney, but this year then* was no 
occasion for concentrating any tiro on 
the head of Tammany. Charles F.

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Friends of Herbert Parsons believe 
that the result did not show any error 
of judgment on hls part In fusing with 
Hearst. They point out that the in¬ 
dependence League ticket in the Man¬ 
hattan and Bronx polled 45,000 voles 
even with a split In Its ranks. How 
many independent organizations, one 
asked the Courier-Journal correspond¬ 
ent. have been able to duplicate this 
fact since the days of thn old County 
Democracy? Many of the Parsons nun 
urge that If the rank and file of the 
Republicans had put as much ginger 
into their campaign as the Hearst pim¬ 
ple did, the result might have been 
very different. Instead there was no 
Republican enthusiasm at all. and 
many of the rank and file either re¬ 
mained at home or voted the Tammany 
ticket. 

The most Important side to the elec¬ 
tion is the strength manifested by the 
Independence League with its State 
ticket. An organization that can poll 
90,000 votes In round numbers in Great¬ 
er New York Is a pollticul factor to be 
reckoned with, no matter how light its 
votes in the rest of the State happened 
to be. Th«* general Idea seems to be 
that the league depends mostly upon 
Dmocrats in New York City for Its sup¬ 
port and on Republicans up the State. 
Its Independent vote Is not considered 
to be very heavy. The question of mo¬ 
ment Is whether the votes the league 
may take away next year from the 
Democrats In the city will be offset by 
those the Republicans lose in the coun¬ 
try. Political loaders lri both parties 
hero do not aftect to Tear the Hearst 
organization any longer, despite Its 
vote. Thedr Idea Is that from now on It 
will lose so much ground as to become 
a mere paper organization in 1908. They 
point out that no Independent move¬ 
ment or third party which has met 
three defeats In succession for Impor¬ 
tant offices can last, that many who 
were willing to support It will go back 
to their old organizations upon the 
ground that voting the third ticket a 
fourth time would merely be throwing 
their vottas away.

Will Council's Action Make Congre- 
g&tionalists If It Be Appiovsd. 

tn the wide d'lseuaelon of the action of 
the Congregational National Council in 
the hotter of church union. Its radical 
action In a matter of church polity ha** 
been lost sight of. althought the action 
taken will, if adopted by the church, 
make the Congregational body almost 
Presbyterian In its form of government. 
The council has no right to Impose 
rules upon rive churches or upon the 
bonevofervt societies. Its action h «s 
only the force of recommendation. But 
the council is a representative body, 
an that Its acta will find approval In 
many of the churches. 

It was decided at the Cleveland meet¬ 
ing. In the adoption of the recommen- 
d*t1on«» of a. *v>mm11tee. that “our 


The annual meeting of the Unitarian 
Conference of the Middle States and 
Canada Is this year to be held In the 
First Unitarian church. Philadelphia, 
the dates being November 13. 14 and 15. 
It wIU be the twenty-third annual 
gathering of this organization, which, 
although without legislative authority, 
Is nevertheles a representative body of 
ministers and laymen. The oenference 
is devoted In the main to a platform 
discussion of topics of moment to the 
liberal churches. The announced topics 
include “The Elements of Public Wor- 
•hlp." under which “Prayer,” “Music," 
“Scripture Reading.” and “Sermon” and 
other elements are to be considered; 
“Things Wo Insrtst Upon.*’ including 
“Straghtforward Theoldgy.” “The f E:h- 
ical Focus of Religion." ‘Religion's 
Concern for the Here and Now." and 
“Man Naturally a Child of God.” The 
stated speakers are some of the promi¬ 
nent Unitarian clergy of the East, with 
n few laymen. The last morning of the 
conference Is to be devoted to women’s 
work, and there will be special consid¬ 
eration of the Interests of the National 
Alliance of Unitarian Women. 


YEAR’S APPORTIONMENTS 

Announced By American Baptist 
Home Mission Society. 

As the result of action taken at the 
seventy-flftih anniversary meeting of 
the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, held In Washington last spring, 
the Executive Committee of the so¬ 
ciety has apportioned the total amount 
needed for the present fiscal year 
among the States nnd Territories. thus 
notifying the people In each Just whtrt 
sum Che society experts this year from 
them. A further apportionment to each 
dhurch is later to be made. To carry 
on Its work for the year and to pro¬ 
vide for an existing deficit of $72,500. 
the society .tsks contributions aggre¬ 
gating $661,282. The Executive Com¬ 
mittee states that It may reasonably 
expect from legacies, Investments and 
a few other so r os. $217,100, so that 
churches and individuals are asked for 
$441,162. This is $142,719 more than 
churches and individuals gave to the 
society test year, but the sum awked 
now provides for no extension work, 
simply to carry on mission enterprises 
already established. The apportionment 
according to States and Territories In¬ 
dicates the centers of Baptist strength 
throughout the North. 

New York State Is asked for the 
largest sum. almost one-Qtiurter of the 
total. Its apportionment Is $98,185. Mas¬ 
sachusetts fallow* with $48,864. and 
then In order of amount com** Penn¬ 
sylvania. $36,730; Illinois. $20,827; Ohio, 
$17,550; California. $13,279; Connecti¬ 
cut. $12,700; Iowa. $9.S36; Indiana. $8.- 
777; Michigan. $7,485; Rhode Island, 
$6,949; West Virginia, $6,500; Missouri. 
16,246; Minnesota. $5,716; Nebraska. 
$6,549; Maine. $5,260; Wisconsin, $5.- 
$75; and all the rest amounts under 
$5,000. The Stgte apportionments do 
not Include amounts expected from In¬ 
dividuals. except s« individuals may 
• Id by sending contributions through 
their churches, hut $68,506 ;.ddtt tonal Is 
asked from Individuals direct. 

The Baptist Home Mission Society 
futs an Important work In Cuba, be¬ 
sides Its work In the United States, 
nnd plans have been announced for a 
tour of in«p4k?t*on of the Cuban work 
by a large party of Baptist ministers 
and laymen, tinier che escort of the ( 
society's editorial secretary. Dr. How- | 
nrd B Grose. The party leaves New 
York December 27 and In the order 
mmed It will visit Santiago, Cama-| 
guey. Santa Clara. Manlanzas and 
Havana. 


TIMELY RELIGIOUS TOPICS. 


The Executive Committee of the In¬ 
terchurch Conference on Federation, 
which wa$ held In New York in the fall 
of 1906, has taken up the work intrust¬ 
ed to it by the conference of preparing 
plans for the Unit meeting of the Fed¬ 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America. It will be recalled that the 
Interchurch Conference adopted a plan 
of federation, to be effective when It 
should have been assented to by two- 
thtrds of the thirty denominations rep¬ 
resented In the conference, and since 
such approval has now been given, ar¬ 
rangements are to be made by the com¬ 
mittee for the council meeting to be 
held In December of next vear. 

Th* Federal Council will be the larg¬ 
est, the most representative, and prob¬ 
ably the most effective of any of the 
federation organizations It will be the 
first such organization to be ofllcial. in 
that Us members shall be directly 
elected, ih most cases at least, by the 
national gatherings of the denomina¬ 
tions of which It is to be composed. At 
least twenty-five denominations will be. 
Included In this official membership, 
and approximately eighteen millions of 
communicants will be thus represented 
in the organization. The place of the 
first meeting of the Federal Council 
has not definitely been fixed, but there 
is talk Of Philadelphia and Washing¬ 
ton. with the chances In favor of the 
former city. 

The plan for the Federal Council, 
adopted two years ago, provides noth¬ 
ing more than a close alliance of the 
denominations. The movement is not 
to be confounded with plans for church 
union, about which much Is now being 
heard. The objects of the council, as 
•tated In the plan, are to express the 
fellowship of the Christian Church; to 
bring the denominations Into united 
service; to encourage mutual counsel; 
to secut-e a larger combined Influehce 
In matters affecting the moral and so¬ 
cial condition of the people, and to as¬ 
sist in the organization of local 
branches to promote the aims of the 
council In their communities. The 
Council Is to have no authority over 
the Christian bodies belonging to it.

SOMEWHAT ARROGANT 

Say Other Denominational Leaders of 
Episcopalian Constitution Pre¬ 
amble. 

There Is a disposition on the part of 
some lenders In other Protestant bodies 
! to criticise the action of the recent 
Episcopal General Convention for what 
the crlth? allege to be an assumption 
on the part of F.piscopallans of the 
i title “American Church.” The matter 
came before the Episcopal body In 


the preamble of the constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, of¬ 
fered by the Rev. Dr. William K. 
Huntington, of New York, and adopted 
by the convention. It will come up for 
final adoption three years hence at the 
conventUm to be held in Cincinnati. 

The preamble begins: “This Ameri¬ 
can Church, first planted In America in 
the year of our Lord. 1607." The first 
three words are objected to because 
they seem, according to the critics 
mentioned to give color tn an official 
way to the claims of some people with¬ 
in the Episcopal Church to the titles 
“The American Church” or “The 
Church In America,” terms which Ig¬ 
nore the contemporaneous existence of 
the denominations to which belong a 


vast majority of the Protestant Chris¬ 
tians In America, to say nothing of the 
enormous Roman Catholic body. The 
matter is not taken very seriously by 
the majority of church leaders, but It 
Is looked upon as an evidence of what 
Is considered a serious hindrance to the 
ultimate church unity for which so 
many hope, the arrogatlon by parties 
within the church of names and titles 
which are the common property of all. 

As a matter of fa*ot, Dr. Huntington 
intend**! no assumption of a title for 
his church In the preamble of which 
he was the father, and he carefully ex¬ 
plained that fad to the corrvention 
which adopted It. Th** Protestant Bpis- 
rocal Church is the American branch 
of the Anglican communion, and the 


use of the pronoun '‘American” before 
the word “church." followed by the in¬ 
dividual history of tha’t church. Implies 
the existence of other and different 
churches which might also be Ameri¬ 
can. Dr. Huntington, to make his posi¬ 
tion clear, recalled the diifc?UK»ion which 
took place as to the title of the Ger¬ 
man Emperor. There was then some 
doubt as to the truth of the title “Em¬ 
peror of Germany.” but there was no 
doubt that the first emperor was the 
“German Emperor.” and as such he was 
crowned. In the present matter the 
position of Dr Huntington Is well un¬ 
derstood, but It is felt that The claim 
of some Episcopalians to the title “The 
Church In America” wMI be actually 
strengthened by the new preamble, and 


for that reason leaders In other bodies 
are deploring Its adoption. 

Other Misleading Titl®3. 

The Episcopal Church is by no means 
solitary In the fact that Its official title 
is misleading and does not properly de¬ 
scribe the denomination. There are 
comparatively few denominations but 
have names that no longer are self-ex¬ 
planatory. Take for example the Re¬ 
formed Church In America, one of the 
older American denominations. It Is 
not the only Reformed Church In Amer¬ 
ica, as Its nani* implies, for there Is 
also the Reformed Church of the Unit¬ 
ed States, the Utter being the German 
as the former was the Dutch branch 
of the Reformation. But the Lutheran. 


I the Presbyterian and even the Episco- 
i pal bodies might fairly lay claim to the 
1 term “Reformed.” but the term Itself 
I has lost meaning, and the two bodies 
using It In their titles are constantly 
having to explain what they are nnd; 
what they stand for, and the name Is 
found to be quite a handicap In church’ 
extension work. Theae two bodies are 
Presbyterian in government, but there 
is no thought of their adopting that 
term, for Us use would but add tn the 
confusion. There Is a similar mls-ap- 
pllcatlon of terms In many other de¬ 
nominations. only n few, like the Lu¬ 
theran. the Unitarian, the Congrega¬ 
tional and the Baptist, really conveying 
In their names an approximate explana¬ 
tion of the characteristics of the church.

A large source of irregular profit lies In 
the failure of bondholders to present 
their bonds for redemption. Unclaimed

Of a loan which fell due In 190u 
the sum of $32,000 remains unclaimed.

The Conquest of Oklahoma. 

The oldest native-born Inhabitant of 
Oklahoma City, according to a travel¬ 
ing.,correspondent, Is Miss Bessie Land, 
who Is eighteen and pretty and is plan¬ 
ning the best effect* In white gowns 
for a day next June, when She will be 
graduated. 

Miss Land was born Just a few weeks 
after the first great rush into Oklahoma 
Territory. At that time the ashes of 
Indian campfires yet remained upon 
th© ground where the metropolis of 
tho new State now 'stands, and 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory con¬ 
stituted to tho mind of the Easterner 
tho heart And core of tho "wild and 
woolly" West. During eighteen years 
of Ufe tho oldest In habitant of Okla¬ 
homa has played dolls and trudged to 
school, and been escorted home from, 
church. In logical and chronological 
sequence, upon a stage where there has 
been enacted a moving drama of the 
American frontier—a drama which, to 
employ the phrases of the dramatic 
critic, has not dragged since the cur¬ 
tain rose. Oklahoma City now presents 
the.appearance of a f^idly prosperous 
municipality. Its boom town history 
Is ancient history from the viewpoint 
of Its older inhabitants, native-born 
and otherwise. In three years, to quote 
the prophecy of the oldest inhabitant— 
and tho oldest Inhabitant is always en¬ 
titled to tho position of prophet In the 
community as well as that of chief 
raconteur—there will be a population of 
100,000. 

The rapidity with which the two Ter¬ 
ritories recently made Into a 8tat© have 
boon populated, and the manner in 
which they havo prospered in agricul¬ 
ture and stock raising means not only 
that Oklahoma soil raises fine crops 
©f alfalfa, but fhat the "tide of immi¬ 
gration" sweeping into the United 
States from Europe, and the Increased 
land values In productive States In the 
East are driving the great army of 
native-born lord* of the soli to conquer 
new fields. 

More than 1,000,000 Americans are go¬ 
ing into the Southwest each year from 
1ho older State*, and 1 q the words of 
tho corespondent quoted: "They are 
building an Empire richer than was 
ever erected upon a foundation of blood 
nmi heroes." At the rate at which land 
has been acquired and brought under 
cultivation during the lifetime of the 
oldest Inhabitant of Oklahoma City It 
will not be long before the great 
ranches of the West will have become a 
memory, and small farms will com¬ 
mend everywhere, as they now do In a 
considerable section of the new State, 
prices equal to those in the oldest and 
most fertile States of the Atlantic Sea¬ 
board or between the Appalachians and 
tho Mississippi, When the conquest of 
tho West is completed and there is no 
longer on outlet for the "tide of im¬ 
migration" into the still vast areas of 
productive soil the Apierican home* 
weker may no longer stake out his 
claim and become a landowner with¬ 
out capital and without labor, and he 
mny no longer buy a plantation be¬ 
yond the Mississippi or on the Rio 
Grande for the price of a saddle horse 
In the East. When the supply of cheap 
land in the West becomes exhausted 
the value of land throughout the United 
States will be materially Increased. 
That we ore rapidly approaching that 
time is evident from the greatly ln- 
c: * ised lupwllty with which the devel¬ 
opment of the West has progressed 
during the Hst two decades, partly be¬ 
cause of the Inevitable demand for new 
territory to accommodate new popula- 
tion. and partly because the railroads 
have eliminated remoteness from the 
problem of living In the West. Okla¬ 
homa, for the sake of Illustration, is not 
remote when It is a few hours from Si. 
Louis by train de luxe. 

The obvious moral that goes with Lhe 
tale qf the populating of the West Is 
that now a* never before are farming 
lands in the United States good^ur- 
chaaes for long-time investment even to 
capitalists who desire merely a fair In¬ 
terest return and safety. They an* 
much better Investments for the man 
who will Uve on the land and by the 
land. At present It Is 4*a*y for the 
young man of vary limited means to be- 


Hindsight and Foresight. 

Now that It Is ail over—we are here 
addressing ourselves to tho people of 
Louisville and are going to talk about 
the City of Louisville—just what has 
happened to us, and what Is Its mean¬ 
ing and what may It betide? 

Paul Barth Is dead. The machine of 
which ho was the visible symbol Is 
equally as dead. For good, or for evil, 
It was the Democratic Party. If It was 
as bad as Its enemies said It was It has 
answered with Its life, and. In any 
event, as earn© to be disclosed. It was 
bad enough. The machine which is to 
follow^ It—we are using the word ma¬ 
chine to mean tho organization—will 
need to be recreated from the ground 
up and rechristencd, If not with holy 
water yet with new*-born confidence, 
before It can hope to regain tho pub¬ 
lic favor and support, as that Is repre¬ 
sented by tho best thought of the best 
people, without which no party can 
long maintain Itself, or deserve to 
win. 

Wo have Just Issued from a fair and 
orderly election. There must never 
more be another foul election. If Mr. 
Grinstead give* us a clean bill of goodr, 
such as Tom Johnson has given Cleve¬ 
land. his election will prove a blessing 
in disguise. From the Courier-Journal 
at least he shall have decent treatment 
and a equaro deal. We want nothing, 
save good works, and are ready for all 
sort* of weather; but the Republicans, 
and the Democrats who have voted with 
them, will find that Jordan down about 
the City Hall is a mighty hard road to 
travel. The old temptations—white man 
powerful uncertain, nigger In propor¬ 
tion!—are always around, alive and 
kicking, and he who successfully re¬ 
sists them must bo ever wide awake 
and duly sober, at once a fighter and a 
toller. 

To the outgoing Administration tho 
Courier-Journal tenders Its congratula¬ 
tions without an unkind thought. We did 
not like the medium of Its advent. We 
could neither assent to the demonstra¬ 
tion of the one-man power which that 
advent embodied, nor accept and ap¬ 
prove the tangled web of motives be¬ 
hind it; but, neither aa to the incom¬ 
ing of the new set, or the outgoing of 
the old set, had we the smallest In¬ 
terest other than that of clean pol¬ 
itics and good government. 

It was our clear opinion that the 
Issue made by the Democratic organi¬ 
sation at Frankfort should have been 
fought out on that line In Louisville. 
Wo urged this view on all the local 
Democrats. We entreated Mr. Tyler 
not to make the race. 4 What might 
have happened in the event that the 
Appointees of Governor Beckham had 
been given the field. It is not worth 
now considering. What has happened 
leaves no room for speculation. Nor 
shall we look the gift of a fair and or¬ 
derly election which Mr. Bingham has 
given us In the mouth. The Interegnum. 
of w hich he Is the head, has don© a good 
bit of house-cleaning, whatever may 
have been the spirit, or design beneath 
It and beyond !t, and In tho long run. 
It Is our opinion that the party will be 
the better for it. 

Before the general election of 1909. 
much that Is and has been, will be 
gone; the wounds of the present will 
be measurably healed; new hopes will 
germinate and fresh Interests spring 
Into life, and. if these take root in the 
fruitful soil of good Intent and common 
sense, the Republicans will have to 
look to their laurels. 

We have beard & great deal about 
Civic righteousness of late. Our good 
friends, the Clergymen of the City, 
are responsible for the coinage of a 
phrase which may come to bear many 
differing constructions. The Minister 
of the Gospel to whom It means the ex¬ 
emplary in the public life and conduct 
of a great center of population is apt to 
be disappointed If he expects under aJiy 
class, or parties, or governors, the ar¬ 
rival of the millenlum. or even nUllenlal 
conditions. Each Pastor has his hands 
full with the tending of his own flo.k, 
and whichever most elevates and in¬ 
spires his own flock In wisdom and 
grace contributes that much to good 
government. Tlie reaching out after 
the Impossible often defeats the ends • f 
real reform, so that he becomes the 
most useful and at the same time the 
most Influential force for gooJ. who 
recognizes the limitations of Ime, p a * 
and circumstance, and addres-es him¬ 
self to remedial agencies which he « *n 
surely compass. Upright men In put I c 
Ufe are likely to b© moral men: but the 
introduction of tftchlcaJ questions 


politics, has too often created a state of 
feeling so proscriptive and Intolerant 
as to expel the spirit and blaspheme Lhe 
name of Christ, affording perfidy and 
Pharisaism their opportunity. The his¬ 
tory of the world Is full of examples 
to this effect, and we mean no dis¬ 
courtesy to the Church when we de¬ 
clare that Clergymen should be wary 
of Clericalism. The Church is the mor¬ 
al organization of our being, the radi¬ 
ance of our social and political fabric, 
the Minister of the Gospel, the light of 
the Church, and. hence, he should be 
sure of the ground he treads and the 
company he keeps, when he proposes to 
lead h4s flock afield, giving up even for 
a moment to party what was meant for 
God and Man, never forgetting the 
word of the Master, "My Kingdom is 
not of this world." 

We have here a great, progressive, 
noble city. W© wont to rejoice in It 
and be proud of It. Its unclean plaoes 
we should purify where we can. keeping 
the dirt as far as may be out of sight. 
Evil communications surely corrupt 
good manners. He that dabbles with 
pitch shall be defiled. We must have an 
orderly Sabbath, but we must also have 
a united public sentiment that will see to 
it that there are equal laws, and that 
these will enforc^ themselves. In this, 
as in most things, extremism will not 
avail. The attempt at the impractical 
overleaps itself. The members of tho 
Ministerial Association could not do a 
bettor part by the city than by joining 
in some effort so to remodel the Sun¬ 
day laws as will make them neither 
drastic nor abortive, but enforclble and 
consistent with conditions. 

That Is all the Courier-Journal has 
ever contended for. Now, as ever, the 
aim and policy of the pdper shall be 
devoted to the upbuilding of the city, 
embracing the upbuilding of Its be*t 
public sentiment, tolerant always of 
differences of opinion among the peo¬ 
ple. Good morals hAve nothing to fear 
os’ long as good,'Sense and good will 
preside over our public discussions. 
That these will Increase In enlighten¬ 
ment and In beneficence In the propor¬ 
tion that they are fair and honest and 
free, we truly believe.

A Great Philanthropist. 
Tottering under the weight of his 
seventy-eight years. Gen. William 
Booth, founder of the Salvation Army, 
has just completed a short 
farewell visit to this country. 
Americans ought to take delight 
in honoring this man. In conceiving 
the Salvation Army and starting 
It upon Its career Mr. Booth set 
Into motion one of the most power¬ 
ful agencies in the history of the world 
for the reclamation and regeneration of 
fallen and unfortunate humanity. For 
forty-six years he has watched the 
Army grow’ and expand under his guid¬ 
ance and he has seen its actlvuiej 
for good spread into the crooks and 
crannies of great cities, where tempta¬ 
tions are the strongest for frail humani¬ 
ty. until now It is a fixed Institution In 
the world's system of benevolence. 

The Salvation Army is as different 
from ttye way of the religion of the 
hothouse and plush and letters as any 
way can differ from another. It does 
not smack of luxury. It does not glit¬ 
ter. It does not move along aesthetic 
lines. And In saying this It Is not 
meant here to asperse the religion of 
letters and refinement and glitter which 
exerts its Influence powerfully for the 
uplift of the soul and the redemption of 
mankind. It Is meant rather to draw 
a distinction. The distinction. Indeed, 
is so great that the unconventlcn&lity 
of .Salvation Army methods—their de¬ 
parture from the rigid course of rigid 
religious workers—has caused them to 
he frequently and widely misunder¬ 
stood. Gibes, cleverness, wit and ridi¬ 
cule have not been omitted from dis¬ 
cussions of Salvation Army customs. 

But never before in its existence has 
the Salvation Army been so well under¬ 
stood and lauded as It Is to-day. The 
results of its labors are too true to be 
denied and too great to be slighted. 
These results come from carry n? les¬ 
sons of the spiritual life to the man in 
the gutter Instead of trusting to the 
chance that the man In the girter will 
seek out the lesson himself. The Sal¬ 
vation Army has its missionaries on 
the street corners, in the highways and 
by Ways, and with its homely, noisy, 
sometimes coarse, sing n* and preach¬ 
ing it attracts the straggler and the 
bum. It requires crude arts to reach 
crude natures. And so. In its 
crude way. It penetrates the 
heart of the man whose heart does 
not come In contact with the gentler 
and more brilliant words of the or- 
idatned minister, or whl h is impervious 
to them If he hear them. Many a hard 
heart has been softened., many a cold 
one warmed and many a soul revived 
by the Salvation Army. 

The virtue of the Salvation Army 
lies In its practice. Religious th orles 
and doctrines are of high service 
among men of exalted walks of life, 
but it Is the practice that counts among 
♦he lowly. The sodden w'ayfaror does 
not want to hear about theories and 
doctrines. They are mean ngless They 
nre confusing. Arouse h’s curl s ty. 
Grab him by the nape of the nock and 
Interest him In better llv ng. Go down 
n*o th* gutter and I f* him up. That 
s the Salvation Army Idea. 

From year to year the Salvation 
Army will grow in Influence and its 
wc-rk will count more and more In help- 
hug the uplift of th© race. The man 
who organized It am! started Its ex¬ 
pansion over Europe and Amcrea nec- 
hsarily must rank as one «*f th fore¬ 
most leaders in phllunthropy and cue 


Hayashl Ou the Situation. 

The sensible, logical and w’ell-put ut¬ 
terances of Japan’s Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs concerning the Japanese- 
American relations illustrate once more 
the clear-sightedness of those clothed 
with the responsibilities of government 
In Japan. Having had experience with 
yellow journals and fake political is¬ 
sues In his own land. Minister Hayashl 
understands fully the yellowness of the 
American agitators of Ill-feeling be¬ 
tween his people and the people of the 
United States. He comprehends plainly 
that the Incident* In San Francisco 
were local and that San Francisco it¬ 
self represents but a very small dot 
on the American map. The members 
of the Japanese Government were wise 
enough to realize all the while what 
Minister Hayashl has put into words. 
If they had foiled to understand and 
had followed the yellow idea of exag¬ 
geration and excitement a real crisis 
might havo been developed a few 
months ago in the relations of America 
and Japan. Minister Hayashl says that 
never were th© Japanese people more 
calm than at present. At no time 
wero the people of the United States 
aroused over the so-called Japan¬ 
ese question. The question existed only 
In San Francisco. The rest of the coun¬ 
try scarcely knew that It existed even 
there: It hardly gave San Francisco a 
thought or speculated on what was go¬ 
ing on In Japan. 


Legal Marriages. 

The opinion of Attorney Bomberger 
that some 6.000 marriages at Hammond. 
Ind., are illegal, because the licenses 
were Issued without legal authority 
by the Superior Court of Lake county, 
is very sensational, and if sustained by 
the court of last resort would entail a 
great deal of trouble. 

But it may be that this attorney Is 
wrong. While the laws direct the ob¬ 
servance of certain formalities in mar¬ 
riage. and while a failure to observe 
them may subject the officers of the law’ 
to penalties, it is not always that a 
strict conformity to tile rules laid down 
are necessary to the validity of the 
marriage. It Is a common principle 
that when parties able and willing to 
contract have entered Into the mar¬ 
riage relation In good faith before per¬ 
sons or societies that are authorized to 
solemnize matrimony the marriage shall 
not be invalidated by reason of a fail¬ 
ure to observe all the necessary re¬ 
quirements. It would b© a severe ap¬ 
plication of the law which would ren¬ 
der Invalid all these marriages, entered 
Into la good faith, from a mere mis¬ 
take in getting the lloense from the 
w’rong court. It seems very singular, 
too. that this court should have gone 
on issuing licenses for so long a time 
without having its authority challenged 
until now. 

Without undertaking to Interpret the 
laws of Indiana on this point, we may 
well doubt whether all these marriages 
will be declared invalid. If they shall 
be so dcclarod it will b© a remark¬ 
able fact in our jurisprudence. 


Electrocution. 

The Executiive Committee of the Ken¬ 
tucky Jailers' Assoclarlort has decided 
to ask the Legislature to abolish exe¬ 
cution by hanging and substitute death 
by electrocution, the execution to take 
place In the State penitentiary at 
Frankfort. It Is set out that execu¬ 
tion by hanging is a relic of barbarism. 
Very often th© rope breaks and the 
criminal has to be picked up and car¬ 
ried back to che scaffold. In other 
cases death is not Instantaneous and 
the horrors of strangulation are suffer¬ 
ed by the condemned man. 

This discussion is in a great meas¬ 
ure academic. While we have a good 
many homtaides we have very few 
executions by legal process. Capital 
punishment has not been abolished, but 
Juries have long had the option of sub¬ 
stituting imprisonment for Kf© In coses 
where a murder has been found to have 
been committed, and this option is very 
freely exercised. It is only In the most 
atrocious coses of murder that the 
death penalty Is Imposed, and In these 
It is not always inflicted. New trials, 
appeals, pardons interfere with the 
execution of the verdicts of Juries, so 
that hangings under legal process are 
comparatively rare. The number of 
homicides, however, keeps up to a re¬ 
markable degree. The assassins show* 
no disposition to put an end to the 
infliction of death upon those whom 
for any reason they desire to remove. 

It must be a painful duty to a man 
of sensitive feelings to be made the de¬ 
liberate cau«o of the death of a human 
being. Still the office to w’hlch 


to who is to do the work. But if th? 
electric chair Is to bo substituted for 
the gallows, it would be a matter of 
convenience to have a central place of 
execution, properly equipped for the 
purpose, as has been the case In other 
States. Somebody must carry out the 
law, and it would seem that any officer 
appointed for that purpose might rea¬ 
sonably recognize his duty In the prem¬ 
ises. 

The old Idea, which prevailed to some 
extent, though not officially sanctioned, 
that the punishment of crime was In a 
sense a sort of revenge upon the male¬ 
factor. has largely passed away among 
those who defend capital punishment. 
The object of punishment is the protec¬ 
tion of society. It does this when a 
criminal is executed, in the first place, 
by removing him so that h© will com¬ 
mit no more crimes. Life Imprisonment 
might do this, but in fact It does not 
In many cases. Many prisoners escape, 
others are pardoned and the murderer 
condemned to Ufe Imprisonment not in¬ 
frequently turns up as the slayer of 
others. 

Another reason for the punishment 
of crime is that it has a tendency to 
deter others from the commission of 
like offenses. In order to do this cer¬ 
tainty in th© exaction of the penalty 
Is of the greatest importance. There 
can be little doubt that the uniform 
exaction of the death penalty in cases 
of murder w’ould greatly diminish the 
number of inexcusable homicides. 
Where the penalty Is pretty generally 
imposed the number of killings is much 
smaller than with us In the United 
States, w’here executions are compara¬ 
tively infrequent. But if we continue 
to Inflict death as a punishment for 
murder, there is no reason why the exe¬ 
cution should be cruel. Tho dreadful 
penalty should b© Imposed with as lit¬ 
tle suffering to the criminal as may be. 
In this point of view’ electrocution Is to 
be preferred to hanging. It is possible, 
of courpe. to bungle an electrocution os 
well as a hanging, but It is not so com¬ 
mon. Every means that is practicable 
ought to be taken to rid executions of 
those repulsive features which are not 
necessary, and which arise from the 
failure of the agents of the law to ob¬ 
serve the necessary precautions. For 
this reason the substitution^* electro¬ 
cution for hanging seems tV be well 
advised. The details should be a mat¬ 
ter for careful deliberation, but pub¬ 
lic sentiment seems decidedly In favor 
of limiting the number of witnesses, 
so that the execution of the law shall 
not become a public spectacle to be 
enjoyed by those whose morbid tastes 
give them a relish for such scenes.

After three years of experiment It is 
*« good a time os any to drop theory 
for the moment and consider the merits of 
prising on tne actual results thus far 
scored.. 

First, it should be noted that the re¬ 
cent revival of prizing has been on a 
very huge scale and conducted by very 
strongly organized bodies, and therefore 
presumably under most favorable 
susp ices 

81n»r© October 23 several leading facts 
of startling Significance have appeared In 
various press reports. Tnese reports art* 
my authority' for the facts reU.ed herein. 

In the Owensboro. Ky., district th© bulk 
of the tobacco grown in 1906. 1906 and 19.? 
hss been controlled by the America* So¬ 
ciety of Equity and the Stemming District 
Association. Pooled and prised, the 1905 
and 1906 crop* have been stored In ware¬ 
houses under expense and under ad¬ 
vance*. Now. when the 1997 crop Is reajy 
for market it appeir* that neither the 
nor the 1906 crop ha* yet been sold, the 
amount sold being about three million and 
the unsold about twenty million nounjx. 
This condition naturally caused wide¬ 
spread alarm, owners admitting their ruin 
If the growers of *he 1997 crop should, by 
selling first, supply the demand and thus 
increase tho Joss on the 1906 and 1906 to¬ 
bacco by leaving it still unsold A most 
strenuous effort was made to prevent this, 
but with apparently only small results 
Practically the same condition existed In 
the Henderson district on a smaller scale, 
and again In the Burley, but on a much 
larger scale than any. The various fig-/ 
ures given indicate that there throe dis¬ 
tricts alone were still holding between 
eighiy and one hundred million pounds 
of the 19©6 and 19©6 crops unsold. 

The remedies proposed have been rather 
desperate In character. The Owensboro 
people Insisted that the 1997 growers 
should also pool and prize. This w*ould 
simply have meant doubling ths burden 
of prised tobacco to be carried under ex¬ 
pense until sold. The Burley people took 
a different course. They voted to grow 
no tobacco In 1906. By inference this 
means that they will go ahead and prize 
the 1907 crop. If so, It mean* one burden 
of expense thrown on the tobacco and 
stM: another on the owner, this being the 
full meaning of a year of Idle;:©**. Or, 
a* Cassius M. Clay put it to a meeting In 
discussing the resolution*, "they will In¬ 
cite lawlessness, encourage the gr >w.ti of 
tobacco in new territory and drive our 
tenants out of the country." 

Acting last, the Henderson people sought 
sml apparently obtained at least tempo¬ 
rary relief by taking rh©>mi’.l by the horns 
and making a bulk loose sale of its l!k»7 
crop to the Imperial Company, thus avoid¬ 
ing any addition to Its unsold stock Tne 
price* fixed will average around 18. The 
grading of the Individual crops hss, how. 
ever, not yet been done, having necessa¬ 
rily been deferred. , 

Following the Henderson exampi©. the 
Stemming District Association of OwerS. 
boro has since closed a similar sole to ln« 
American Tobacco Company, but prices 
ore not quoted. 4 . .. _ 

Aa compered to these rival association*, 
the Planters’ Protective Association of 
Kentucky and Tennessee has thus far 
done better, at least to the extent that It 
hss succeeded in selling each crop, but a 
comparison with other sales In tho same 
district shows that this has been don© at 
the expense of price. Its 1904 and IW 
crops were sold at large sacrifices In net 
returns below corresponding valuea for 
loose tobacco. But. aided by a short sup- 
p!v and a steadily advancing market. Its 
1906 cron «*mroxim:tted loose values much 
more closely 

Summing up now* all these results of 
prizing The four societies first named 
have each now prized two crop* with a 
total failure In every Instance. The plant¬ 
er* have prized three crops. Giving It 
the most liberal consideration. I will co.1 
all three of Its results partial failures 
only The record stands, then, ©Ight total 
and three partial failures and not a win¬ 
ner in the lot. 

But this Is not all When At last real 
danger threatened, the only practical re¬ 
lief found war through loose sales. 
Though known to be always readily avail¬ 
able. never perhaps hiu? there been so 
striking a demonstration of the compara¬ 
tive virtue of loose tobacco as a ready 
ecller than these two enormous sales, ex¬ 
ceeding say 39.000.000 pounds, have af¬ 
forded. With such an object lesson be¬ 
fore them. It is doubtful If these two 
dlPtricts con ever again be persuaded to 
prize, and certain that they cannot b© 
while their 13fl5 and 1001 crops remain un¬ 
sold. 

But. mark this down, that loose tobac¬ 
co sale*, though they wore, the remedy 
aa thua applied at Henderson and Owens¬ 
boro was the most drastic and dangerous 
yet adopted by any of there awociat'ons 
The tobacco has been pooled, price fixed 
and sal© made. The grndlng of each crop 
to an after consideration, and th© Lord 
only knows how satisfactorily It is go’ng 
to turn out. But this 1* a small matter. 
There is another of far more serious im- 
pcVt 

These associations all justify their exist¬ 
ence on th© ground of reduced competi¬ 
tion. But note that In this Henderson tale 
not a pound ha* been reserved to offer a 
single independent or competing buyer. 
Bverv pound has been sold to one buyer, 
the imperial Company, and every com- 

f »ct:tor has been knocked clean out. Sure- 
y so unreasonable a cour«e can reflect 
nothing le*K than panic. 

The Stemming Society did exactly th© 
same thing. Its sale being to the American 
Tobacco Company. 

Those really concerned about trust 
domination have consistently contended 


and benefit a* It goes along, and will 
bring out th© only real selling power th© 
prised hogshead ha* been shown to pos¬ 
se**—that of boosting loose price*. For 
such a rule would in effect and In fact 
be a standing notice to buyer*, all buy¬ 
er*. that they would have but the one 
char.e© to buy It loose, and also deprive 
every buyer of the right to complain that 
he was being antagonized and forced out. 
Would they buy it? They would lick the 
plate and ask for more. 

In competition there la always room for 
one more. If. aji alleged, the lack of com¬ 
petition ha* been ©ur weakness, then 
surely we have none to destroy. On open 
sales of loose tobacco, ©vary buyer*, big 
and little. Tom, Dick and Harry, can buy 
There I* nothing whatever to prevent. In 
fact, their number will multiply. But re¬ 
duce sale* to a prizing basis, and over 
half your competition I* Knocks out at 
the first blow. Reduce this still further, 
to "pooling” and to Pales of "all or none,’ 1 
and all are gone save one—the trust. Such 
a privilege put up for sale should bring 
million*. I* the trust to secure It abso¬ 
lutely free of charge?

The 6Lcctldn of Augustus E. Willson 
to the governorship of Kentucky marks 
the climax—though his friends In the 
first flush of victory insist on saying 
that history has not yet completed it¬ 
self—of a long career of earnest, perse¬ 
vering work “from the soil to the Gov¬ 
ernor's maslon." of rugged and tireless 
struggling upward In the face of steady 
and powerful opposition, and of utter 
unselfishness, amounting In more than 
one case to absolute sacrifice of self in 
the interests of party or friends. Those 
who know Mr. Willson personally tell 
many Instances that throw li^rht upon 
the man behind the campaign poster, 
and all tho pictures drawn by them 
point to a character of great personal 
chftrm and power. Throughout, his 
career seems to Indicate more strongly 
than anything else the steadfast, firm- 
jawed man who can wait. 

Bom In Maysvllle, Ky„ October IS, 
1846. of New England parents, he dem¬ 
onstrated throughout his later life the 
rugfiged. sterling virtues and strength 
of his pioneer ancestry, and, like them, 
spent his days in hewing down, in a 
figurative sense at least, forest aftex, 
forest, until he found his way at last 1 
to a clearing. His father. Hiram Will- 
son. had moved to Maysvllle from the 
mountains of Alleghany county. New 
York, early In 1807, and had set up a 
small sawmill there. 

Those were the days when river rufts 
were the chief mode of transportation, 
gad that, too, without any dream of 
rebates. The eldrr Willson had made 
the latter part of the journey In a 
river raft at his own and had brought 
with him what lumber he possessed, to 
become his stock In trade In the new 
country. This he fished out of the river 
and called a lumber yard at Maysvllle, 
and so energetically did he work that 
the few plies of lumber did In reality 
make good his boast, and he became 
a well-to-do lumberman of the little 
town. 

• A* 

Father a Jacksonian Democrat. 

Hiram Willson was a strong Jack¬ 
sonian Democrat, and less prepared 
than any other man in the world to 
anticipate at that time the possibility 
of "Gus" ever forgetting himself so far 
as to become a Republican Governor. 
Yet. when the slavery question became 
a living issue, the father himself be¬ 
gan to separate from his party, feeling 
that slavery was an obstacle to white 
nun starting out inrilfe. and that com¬ 
petition with slave labor was a hind¬ 
rance to the progress of the State Ac. 
cordlngly, ho moved over to New Al¬ 
bany-, Ind.. where he finally allied him¬ 
self with the Republican party. Gov. 
Willson's politics can then-fore pos¬ 
sibly be explained as •‘inherited." 

After the death of Hiram Wilison In 
Wt f J and of his eldest son, Forcythe 
Willson, a poet of some fain*- in his day, 
soon afterward, tho younger son. 
Augustus, was loft a sophomore at 
Harvard College, with one sister and a 
younger brother. Together they kept 
house at Cambridge until Augustus had 
finished his college course In 1809. 
Thereupon he entered the law office of 
Lothrop, Bishop & Lincoln, a lead¬ 
ing law firm of Boston, where he re¬ 
mained until 1870. In that year ho 
left his brother and sister and the little 
home In charge of a competent friend, 
“who (Jualiflod as guardian, and came 
Wes*. 

In the same year he met Judge John 
M. Harlan, under whom he continued 
Ms law studies, bring admitted to the 
‘ I/>u1svlll© bar. in 1871. and remaining in 
Louisville as a helper in the Jhav office 
of Harlan A Newman. In May, 1374. 
he went with Justice Harlan as a 
partner in his new office, where he con¬ 
tinued a« junior partner until Judge 
Harlan was appointed to the Supreme 
Court In 1878.

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His modesty ami avoidance of all that 
smacks of extravagance and ostenta¬ 
tion. Is shown In the* fact that, al¬ 
though Mr. Willson's practice increased 
rapidly and has spread steadily ever 
since, he was content to remain in the 
r>i<i Harlan office at 516 West Jefferson 
street. Until last June, a period of over 
thirty-seven years. The dingy and 
musty old rooms hod grown dear 
to him and were full of u 
thousand sweet memories of his 
early life, when the world hid 
looked stranger to him because he had 
■?o little time to look up at It from his 
work. The great sky-scrapers that 
were every where springing up were far 
more beautiful to behold and far more 
comfortable to work In. but they had 
rtone of those old memories and asso¬ 
ciations stored up In all their vastness, 

Mr. Willson clung to the dusty Ut¬ 
ile office at the head of the old. creak¬ 
ing staircase, and loved It as before. 

It was while In the firm of Judge 
Harlan that Mr. Willson received an 
"*ffer of a position as Ch!>?f Clerk of the 
Treasury Department from Col. Ben - 
’amln H. Bristow, then Secretary of the 
Treasury'. At first he declined the 
proffered honor, but finally yielded to 
the pressure brought to bear upon him 
hv his personal and political friends, 
and accepted it temporarily. After 
carrying out the duties of tb« office for 
a year he resigned, not ^d^Uiout general 
regret and expressions of 
appreciation from all who had been 

connected with hlin.

The State’s “First Lady.” 

On Mr. WUisrn’s return from Wash¬ 
ington he continued his law work.un¬ 
der the new firm of Harlan & Wifi son. 
But a far more Important partnership 
was contracted by him in this same year

yetu* he married Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Eton. a daughter of Gen. James A.

In the majority of the 
campaigns In which he has been en¬ 
gaged he ran In epltc of an anticipated 
and overwhelming Democratic majori¬ 
ty; and In each of them he contented 
himself by putting forth his utmost 
efforts in greatly reducing the forner 
f trength of the opposite party. Thus 
nr-* the Republican nominee for State 
Senator In the Fifth district In 1878 he 
reduced the Democratic majority from 
2.500 to 500. As Republican candidate 
for Congress In 1881 against Albert S. 
Willis he put up such a fight that the 
Democratic majority wes cut down 
from 8.000 to 4,000; and In the race for 
Congressman In 1888 he cut down the 
certified plurality of his opponent, As t¬ 
er G. Caruth. to 142. whereas some of 
his friends still assert that In reality 
he was elected over Caruth.

Some Instances of Self-Sacrifice. 

An Instance of his self-sacrifice fur 
the party Is furnished by his conduct 
In the gubernatorial race in 1895. At 
that time strong pressure was brought 
to bear upon him to accept the r.o.nl- 
nritlrn. but feeling that hU opponent 
in tiie primary. W. O. Bradley, was tlu- 
Atrong« r popular candidate at th3 time, 
ho not only rv signed In his ftivor, but 
also went throughout the Stute vig¬ 


orously making stump speeches for 
Bradley. 

In this campaign, too. was brought 
out his absolute fearlessness and love 
of fair play. The party in Louisville 
had adopted an outspoken A. P. A 
platform, but Willson, while himself 
not a Catholic, opposed the declared 
policy of the Louisville organization 
and came out strong in protection of 
his former Irish Catholic supporters. 
The cost of this action was dear, re¬ 
sulting In his defeat, at the hands of 
the Louisville organization, for the 
United States senatorshlp. a gift In the 
bestowal of the Republican party after 
the election of Mr. Bradley to the gov¬ 
ernorship. After the 1895 campaign Mr. 
Willson withdrew from local politics 
entirely, but took active part in every 
State and National election. He was 
brought forward again as a candidate 
for the governorship of Kentucky In 
1903. but factional differences among 
the leaders of the party resulted In the 
nomination of Col. Morris B. Belknap 
Instead 

Mr. Willson's election as Governor 
was the result of constant and untiring 
work on his part from the moment that 
he agreed to accept the nomination. It 
required much earnest work on the part 
of the party leaders to convince him of 
the need of his accepting tho nomina¬ 
tion. but once convinced of the proper 
course for him to take, he w'ent Into 
it, as Col. Scott yesterday declared, 
"with his coat ofT." and demonstrated 
that whether it be In driving a golf 
ball to its goal or In recapturing the 
State for the Republicans after It had 
been free from them for so long as al¬ 
most to forget what the G. O. P. stood 
for and looked like, the spirit of Ins 
rugged forest-hewing .pioneer ancestors 
was strong In him and would win him 
a way to a clearing and a safe home.

| The Civilian Leaders ol the Confederacy:: 


By JOHN GOODE ol Virginia. 


j8ometime Member of the Confederate Congress, of the-; 
$ Virginia Secession Convention, of the Congress of the:: 
I United States and President of the Virginia Constitu-*- 
? tional Convention of 1901-2 
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Jefferson Davis. 


More than forty years have now 
elapsed since the Confederate State of 
America, that rose like a meteor 
athwart the sky, went down in cH®i3ter 
and defeat at Appomattox Courthouse. 

The States have been readmitted to 
representation in Congress, the Union 
has been restored, and the flag of our 
common country, ns the proud ensign 
of the republic, now floats on every sea 
and blazes tn every clime. Perhaps the 
time has not yet come when a full and 
Impartial history of the war betwreen 
the States can be written. But we may 
reasonably indulge the hope that Its 
hates and asperities have, nevertheless, 
disappeared with the lapse of time, and 
that the time has come when Justice 
may be done to the distinguished civil¬ 
ians “who had the honor to be chosen 
as the leaders of their people In the 
trying emergency. 

Much has been written in regard to 
the military operations of the Confed¬ 
erate Government during the war, but 
comparatively little as to its civil his¬ 
tory. As one of the few survivors of 
the Secession Convention in Virginia, 
and as the only survivor of the Confed¬ 
erate Congress In that State, from Feb¬ 
ruary. 1882. to March. 1865, I propose to 
give my recollections of some of its 
great chieftains. 

The first time I ever saw Jefferson 
Davis was in the winter of 1861. w-hen i 
the sectional troubles of the country ; 
were rapidly approaching culmination. 
He was at that time a member of the | 
United States Senate, and occupied a j 
front rank as a graceful and polished ! 
speaker. He impressed me os perhaps 
the most animated speaker at that time 1 
belonging to that august assemblage. 
Stephen A. Douglas was. at all times, 
powerful and logical. Douglas used but 
a single gesture, but his thoughts 
seemed to come at his bidding, as if 
they had been forged by Vulcan, the 
god of fire himeelf. 

• • • 

Davis Was First. 


Breckenrldge, I am reminded of a 
story. 

While I was a member of the House 
of Itepresentativee I Invited Gen. 
Joseph E. Johnston to accompany me 
to Norfolk to attend a memorial meet¬ 
ing to be held by the ex-Confederata 
soldiers. He accepted the invitation 
upon the conditon that he was not to 
be required to make a speech, because, 
although he was a man of remarkable 
information, he had a great aversion 
to speech making, and always avoided 
it if possible.

Breckenrldge and Sherman. 


to fill a vacancy in the Senate of the 
United States. He was unanimously 
elected by the Legislature of his State 
for the remainder of the term, and was 
re-elected for a full term in 1850. It© 
waa appointed chairman of the 8en*t© 
Committee on Military Affairs and was 
quite prominent in the discussion of all 
gr*at questions of the hour. 

Soon after entering upon his full term 
of six years In the Senate he resigned 
his seat and accepted the nomination 
for the governorship of his State. In 
the gubernatorial contest that followed 
he was defeated, but he greatly re¬ 
duced the majority of the opposition 
party. He was appointed Secretary' of 
War during the administration of Pres¬ 
ident Pierce and inaugurated valuable 
reforms. 

• • • 

A Great War Secretary. 


But Mr. Davis impressed me as 
''facile princeps** of them all by the 
elegance of his diction and the anima¬ 
tion of his style. As I sat in the Senate 
Chamber an interested spectator of 
the debates. I had an opportunity to 
observe a famous altercation between 
Mr. Davis and Mr. Seward, of New 
York. Mr. Seward, in the course of 
his remarks, submitted to the Senate 
on that occasion, had charged that Mr. 
Davis had said that he had gone into 
the Cabinet of Mr. Pierce aa a dis- 
nnlonfst. Mr. Davis promptly and In¬ 
dignantly denied the charge and called 
for proof 

Mr. Seward, in support of his accu¬ 
sation. cited a newspaper published at 
the time In Mississippi and proceeded 
to read extracts. Mr. Davis, who 
seemed to be very much excited, ad¬ 
vanced from his seat and exclaimed 
with great vehemence: 

“A false quotation of the text, sir: 
a false quotation of the text!" 

John C. Breckenrldge. who was in 
the chair as presiding officer, promptly 
required both parties to return to their 
seats, and thus the altercation termi¬ 
nated. 

Gen. Breckenrldge was an exceed¬ 
ingly handsome man. tall, graceful, 
well proportioned, arid withal a moat 
eloquent speaker. His speech on the 
removal of the Capitol has. perhaps, 
never been surpassed in the history' 
of the country'. In speaking of Gen. 


On our return trip to Washington. 
Gen. Johnston told me that In the last 
days of the Confederacy, when he ne¬ 
gotiated a treaty of peace with Gen. 
Sherman, he asked permission to bring 
Gen. Breckenrldge with him to the con¬ 
ference. 

Gen. Sherman objected, however, 
upon tho ground that he was not a 
military officer, but upon being as¬ 
sured that he was a Major General In 
the Confederate State service, the ob¬ 
jection was withdrawn and Gen. Breck- 
enrldge was permitted to appear. Gen. 
Johnston said that after the business 
of the meeting had been entered Into. | 
and Gen. Breckenrldge became inter¬ 
ested in the subject, he became so elo¬ 
quent and persuasive, showing much 
intimate familiarity with all the sur- 
rend#3rs that had ever taken place in 
ancient or modem times, that Gen. 
Sherman jumped up and said: 

"Johnston. If I listen to this man 
tAlk much longer, he will persuade me 
to surrender my entire army.** 

Jefferson Davis was born In Chris¬ 
tian county, Ky.. and educated at 
Transylvania College in that State and 
at West Point. He entered the Mili¬ 
tary Academy In 1S24 under an ap¬ 
pointment from President Monroe He 
graduated In 1828 and was assigned to 
the Third infantry' as Second Lieuten¬ 
ant. He was engaged In several bat¬ 
tles during the Black Ha*vk War. war 
transferred to the First Dragoons, pro¬ 
moted to First Lieutenant and Adju¬ 
tant. 

After being engaged in several Indian 
wars, for two yeurs. he resigned and 
entered civil life. He married Miss 
Bailie Knox Taylor, a daughter of Gen. 
Zachary Taylor, then Colonel of the 
First Infantry, and boeoin.- a cotton 
planter near Vicksburg. It is not true, 
as hns been represented, that the young 
couple eloped; they were married at 
the house of a relative In Kentucky 
with the full knowledge of her father, 
although he was at first opposed to her 
intermarriage with an officer of 
the army. His -wife, by this first mar¬ 
riage. lived only a few months In 
1845 he married Miss Varina Howell a 
daughter of William B Howell, of 
Natchez. Miss., who recr-nilv departed 
this life In the city of New York, la¬ 
mented and beloved by a large circle ot 
friends and acquaintances.

Entering Into Politics. 


In 1842 Mr. D&vls entered politics. In 
1844 he was chosen an e’.ector on the 
presidential ticket of Polk and Dallas, 
and acquired considerable reputation as 
a popular speaker. In December. 1845. 
he took his seat ns a member of thy 
House of Representatives from the 
State cf Mississippi. In that capacity 
he took nn active part In the dlacusslon 
of the vital Issues of the day, such as 
the tariff, annexation of Texas and lh 
pending difficulty with Great Britain 
growing out of the Oregon question. 

When the war with Mexico began, he 
promptly resigned his syat In th»* Hoj*e 
of Representatives and accepted the po¬ 
sition of Colonel of the First Volunteer 
Rifles, to which he had been unani¬ 
mously chosen. On September 21. iS41. 
he distinguished himself In the battle 
of Monterey and won fre»h laurels In 
the battle of Buena Vista, having been 
complimented by Gen. Taylor in a spe 
rial dispatch for his coolnes* and gal¬ 
lantry under fire. In 1847 he was ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor of Mississippi 


He introduced an improved system of 
infantry tactics, iron gun carriages and 
rifle muskets. During his term of ser¬ 
vice four regiments w'ere added to the 
army, tho defensive work on sea coast 
and frontier were strengthened, and 
heavy guns were cast. He promoted 
surveys rtf the Western Territories with 
u view to the construction of the Pa¬ 
cific railroad, and oxerted his great in¬ 
fluence In favor of the extension of the 
Capitol of Washington. He retired 
from the Cabinet at the close of Presi¬ 
dent Pierce's term of office and again 
re-entered the Senate in 1857. During 
that service he took a prominent part 
In the debates, advocated the South¬ 
ern route for the Pacific railroad, and 
opposed the doctrine of popular sov¬ 
ereignty so strenuously advocated by 
Stephen A. Douglas. On July 8. 1861. 
he was officially informed of the seces¬ 
sion of his State, and promptly resigned 
his seat in the Senate. 

In taking leave of that body he de¬ 
livered a touching address In which, 
among other things, he said: 

*T hone none who hour me will con¬ 
found this expression of mhie with fhe 
advocacy of the right of a State to re¬ 
main *.n the Union, and to disregard Its 
constitutional obligations by the nullifica¬ 
tion of the law Such is not my theory. 
Nullification ami secession, so often con¬ 
founded. are. indeed, antagonistic princi¬ 
ple Nullification Is a remedv which it Is 
fiought to aptfy within the Union, and 
against the agent of the States. It !s 
only to be justified when the agent has 
violated his constitutional obligations, and 
a State, assuming to Judg© for Itself, de¬ 
nies the right of the agent thus to act. 
and appeuJs to the other States of the 
Union for a decision; hut when the States 
themselves, and when the people of the 
States, have ao acted tut to convince us 
that they will not regard our constitu¬ 
tional rights, then, for the first time, 
ariaes the doctrine of secession in its 
practical application. 

• • • 

Nullification and Secession. 


"A greet man. who now reposes with 
his fathers, and who has often been ar¬ 
raigned for a want of fealty to the Union, 
advocated the doctrine of nullification be¬ 
cause it preserved the Union. It was be¬ 
cause of his deep-seated attachment to 
the Union—hi* determination to find 
some rem*.?d> for existing ills short of 
severance'of the ties which bound South 
Carolina to the other Slates—that Mr. 

Calhoun advocated the doctrine of nulli¬ 
fication, which he proclaimed to be peace¬ 
ful—to be within the limits of 
State power, not to disturb the Union, but 
only to be a mean* of bringing the agent 
before the tribunal of the States for their 
Judgment. 

"Secession belongs to a different clasa 
of remedies. It I* to be Justified upon the 
basis that the States are sovereign. There 
was a time when none denied it. I hope 
the time may com** again when a better 
oomprehenrion of the theory' of our Gov¬ 
ernment. am! the Inalienable rights of 
the people of the Slates, will prevent any 
on© from denying that each State Is a 
sovereign, and thus may reclaim the 
grants which it ha© made to any agent 
whomsoever. • • • • • 

"I well remember an occasion when 
Massachusetts was arraigned before the 
bar of the Senate, and when the doctrine 
of coercion w-as rife, and to be applied 
against her. because of the rescue of a 
fugitive slave in Boston. Mv opinion then 
was the same that It Is row. Not in a 
spirit of egotism, but to show that I am 
not influenced In my opinion because the 
case Is my own, I refer to that lime and 
that occasion as containing the opinion 
which I then entertained, and on which 
my present conduct Is based. 

"I then wild that If MHasachuaetts 
following her through a stated line of 
conduct, chose to take the lost step 
which separates her from the Llnlon. it la 
her right to go. and I will neither vote 
one dollar nor ono man to coerce her 
back, but will sav to her. God speed In 
memory of the kind associations which 
once existed between her and the other 
States • • • • 

0 0 0 

No Hostility Toward North. 


"I And In myself, perhaps, a type of 
tho general feeling of my constituents to¬ 
ward you. I am sure I feel no hostility 
toward you. Senators from the North. I 
am sure there Is not one of you. whatever 
sharp discussion there may have been be¬ 
tween us. to whom 1 cannot say In the 
presence of my God. 1 wish you well; and 
such. 1 am sure. Is the feeling of tho peo¬ 
ple I represent toward those y»*j repre¬ 
sent. I. therefore, feel that 1 but express 

i 


tholr deelre when I say I hope, and they 
hope, for peaceful relations with vou, 
though wo must part. They ranv be mu¬ 
tually beneficial to us in tho future, as 
they have been In the past. If vou so 
will. ' 

‘The reverse may bring disaster on 
even* portion of the country; and If vou 
will have it thus, we will Invoke the 6od 
of our fathers, who delivered us from the 
power of the lion, to protect us*from the 
ravages of the bear; and thus, putting 
our trust In God. and In our firm heart* 
and strong arms, we will vindicate the 
right as best we can." 

8oon after his retirement from the 
Senate he waa appointed by the con¬ 
vention of Mississippi commander-1 n- 
chlef of the army of thst State, with 
the rank of Major General. On Febru¬ 
ary 9, 1861. he was elected President of 
the provisional government of the Con¬ 
federate States, at Montgomery. Ala., 
and was Inaugurated as such on the 
18th day of that month. 

In his message to Congreee, shortly 
after the commencement of the war, 
Mr. Davis explained the cause of ihe 
removal of the capital to Richmond to 
be that the aggressive move-ments of 
the enemy required prompt, energetic 
action; that the accumulation of his 
forces on the Potomac river sufficiently 
demonstrated that his first efforts were 
to ■ be directed against Vlrgtnla. and 
from no point could the necessary 
measures for defense be so effectively 
provided as from her own capital. 

In November. 1861. Mr.’ Davis was 
chosen, under the permanent CoretUu- 
tlon. President of the Confederate 
States for six years. The first Con¬ 
gress under that Constitution assemble 
In the city of Richmond on the 18th day 
of February. 1862, and Mr. Davis was 
duly Inaugurated President on th© 22d 
dny of that month. The war having 
practically ©nded on the 9th day of 
April, 1865. and Richmond having been 
evacuated on the 2d of April, 1865. Mr. 
Davis left that city on the same even¬ 
ing, went to Danville, Va„ and from 
there to Charlotte. N. C., where he re¬ 
mained until the 26th of April when he 
left with a small detachment of caval¬ 
ry as an escort. 

• * • 

A Discredited Slander. 


As is well known, he was captured on 
the 10th day of May by Federal cav¬ 
alry, was carried to Hampton Roads 
and Imprisoned. It 18 gratifying to 
krwwn that the story that at the time 
or his capture he was disguised In a 
part of his wife's apparel Is now ac¬ 
cepted by all fair-minded men as an 
exploded slander. Whatever else may 
be thought and said of Jefferson DavJ? 
in other respects, he was know n to be a 
man of lofty courage and utterly desti¬ 
tute of fear. He could stand four 
square to any wind that blew. 

He was confined In prison about two 
years, and on May 6. 1866. was Indicted 
for traaj*>n in the United States Court 
for the Eastern ddrtrict of Virginia. 
Notwithstanding he insisted upon a 
prompt and speedy trial, he waa held 
without ball until May. 1867. when, 
upon a writ of habeas corpus, he was 
admitted to ball In the sum of $100,000. 
Afterwards, when he was arraigned in 
court. Charles O'Connor, of New York, 
moved to quash the Indictment against 
him. and when the matter was sub¬ 
mitted to the court, consisting of Chief 
Justice Chase and Judge Underwood, 
they differed in opinion, the Chief 
Justice voting to sustain the motion 
and Judge Underwood against It. 

Under the law, a certificate of divis¬ 
ion was filed December 5. tS6$. Tho 

then Attorney General of the United 
State appeared for the Government anj 
Charles O'Connor for Mr. Davis. The 
case was dismissed February' 19. 1869, 
on motion of the Attorney General and 
on motion of S. Ferguson Beach. United 
Btat.es District Attorney, a nolle prose¬ 
qui was entered in the United .States 
Court for the Eastern District of Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Thus no opportunity was ever afford¬ 
ed the distinguished prisoner to t*»st 
lu the highest judicial tribunal in the 
land, the question of the right of his 
State to secede from the Union or his 
paramount allegiance as a dtlxen in 
that event. After Mr. Davis went Into 
retirement the people of the South 
omitted no opportunity to manifest 
their unalterable attachment and their 
deep sympathy for him in his misfor¬ 
tunes. 

• • • 

His Pure Purpose and Self Character. 


He was a States* rights man from 
conviction and, by some, was consid¬ 
ered, to be a man of strong prejudice, 
but nobody ever doubted the purity of 
his purposes cr the loftiness of his 
Christian character. In his book en¬ 
titled "The Rise and Fall of the Con¬ 
federate Government,” published in 
1881. he sets forth briefly his purpose 
In the preparation and publication of 
his book. In his preface he says: "The 
object of this work has teen from his¬ 
torical data to show that the Southern 
States had, rightfully, the power to 
withdraw from the Union Into which 


they had as sovereign communities, 
voluntarily entered: that the denial of 
that right was a violation of the letter 
and spirit of the compact between the 
States; and that the war waged by 
the present Government against the fee- 
ceding States was In disregard of the 
limitations of the Uonstltutlon and de¬ 
structive of the principles of the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence.” 

Mr. Davis died at New Orleans De¬ 
cember 6, L889. He was burled tempo¬ 
rarily In that etty. but his remains 
were subsequently conveyed to the city 
of Rlohmond. th e ca pital of the Con¬ 
federacy, where they ’•were burled In 
beautiful Hollywood, near the James 
river, whose waters will *dng bl* re¬ 
quiem forever as they roll on to the 
sea. 

Toward the close of the Incumbency 
of Mr. Davis as President a very Im¬ 
portant question arose as to the ©m- 
ployment of negro troops as soldiers 
In the military service of tho Confed¬ 
erate States. This questkn gave rise 
to much discussion and difference of 
opinion. The Senators of Virginia cp- 
posed the measure so strongly that only 
an Instruction of the General Assembly 
could secure their support. Mr. Davis 
himself advocated the proposition most 
earnestly and in conversation with a 
member of the Senate, who call©! to 
confer on tho subject, ts reported to 
have said: "If the Confederacy falls 
there should be written on ita tomb¬ 
stone, 'died of a theory.* " 

Tt 1© said that Gen. Lee also, when 
brought before a committee and re¬ 
queued to give his opinion as to the 
probable expediency of employing ne¬ 
groes as soldiers, gave the propose-1 
measure his unqualified support. After 
much discussion, the bill authorizing 
tfhe President to ask for and accept 
from their owners, such a number of 
able-bodied negro men as he might 
deem expedient, passed the House, but 
failed in the Senate by one vote. 
Finally, the ball passed wiUh an amend¬ 
ment providing that no more then 25 
per cent, of the male slaves between 
eighteen and forty-five should be called 
out. But the passage of the act had 
been so long delayed that the oppor¬ 
tunity of trying the experiment was 
lost. There was not time left during 
the existence of the Confederacy to as¬ 
certain what the practical results 
would have been.

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Oo.the 15th of March, 1865, an order 
was issued by the Adjutant General's 
office authorizing tti© raising of a 
company or companies of negTo sol¬ 
diers under the provisions of an act 
of Congress approved March 13, 1865. 
One or two companies were recruited 
under this act. but It waa too late. 
The die was cast, and it was not writ¬ 
ten in tho stars that the Southern Con¬ 
federacy should constitute a member of 
the faxrtUy of nations. 

After the return of tho commission¬ 
ers from Fort teas Monroe, and their 
report that their mission had been un¬ 
successful. & great meeting was held 
at the African church in the city of 
Richmond to oonslder th© situation. It 
was addressed by Mr. Davis. Judah P. 
Benjamin and Gustavun A. Henry, all 
noted orators. The speech of Mr. Davis 
was unsurpassed. He spoke as one in¬ 
spired. Rienzl himself in his addresses 
to the Romans waa not more lofty and 
defiant. Mr. Davis had, a few days 
before, communicated for the informa¬ 
tion of Congress the report of the com¬ 
missioners, showing that the enemy re¬ 
fused to enter Into negotiation* with 
the Confederate States or ajiy one of 
them separately or to give to our peo¬ 
ple any other terms or guarantees than 
those which the conqueror may grant 
or to permit us to have peace on any 
other basis than our unconditional sub¬ 
mission to their rule, coupled with the 
acceptance of their recent legislation 
on the subject of the relations between 
the white and black population of each 
State.

Davis Was Blameless.

In conclusion of this imperfect 
sketch, I beg leave to repeat certain 
statements' which I have heretofore 
made: It Is due to the truth of his¬ 
tory to correct certain misapprehen¬ 
sions which exist to some extent in the 
public mind at the South. It Is believed 
by some th^t If Mr. Davis had exhibited 
real Statesmanship, an arrangement 
might have been made by which the 
slave-owners would have been paid for 
their slave property. There never waa 
& greater mistake. This Is abundantly 
shown by the results of the Hampton 
Roads conference. As Is well known. 
President Lincoln and Secretarv Sew¬ 
ard. on the morning of February 3. 
1865. met on board a steamer at Fort¬ 
ress Monroe, Messrs. Alexander Ste¬ 
phens, R. M. T. Hunter and John A. 
Campbell, who had been appointed 
commissioners by President Davis. The 
object of the conference waa to ascer¬ 
tain upon what terms and In what way 
the war could be terminated. The re¬ 
port of the commissioners, the message 
of President Davis and the message of 
President Lincoln show conclusively 
that the United States authorities re¬ 
fused^ to enter Into negotiations with 
the Confederate States or any ono of 
them separately, and that no truco or 
armistice would be granted without a 
.vatlsfactory assurance In advance of a 
complete restoration of the authority 
of the United States. 

In the course of the conference the 
subject of slavery waa discussed in¬ 
formally. Mr. Lincoln said he would 
be In favor. Individually, of the Gov¬ 
ernment paying a fair Indemnity to the 
owners for the loss of their slaves, but 
on this subject, he said, he could give 
no assurance and enter Into no stipula¬ 
tions. 

It has also been asserted that Gen. 
Lee. & tfn ort time before the collapse 
of the Confederacy, advised Mr. Davis 
that further resistance was useless. and 
that he recommended the cessation of 
hostilities upon the best terms that 
could be obtained. I am satisfied, from 
my own personal knowledge, that this 
is also a mistake.

March, 1865, I received a message from 
Mr. Davis, through a member of his 
staff, that he desired to see me on Im¬ 
portant business at his office.

After an exchange of 
salutations. Mr. L>avis said he had sent 
for me to request my opinion as to the 
willingness of the people of Virginia 
to submit to further demands upon 
them for supplies of food and clotJiing. 
which w'ere absolutely necessary to 
maintain the army In the field. After 
some general conversation on the sub¬ 
ject. In which Gen. Lee participated. 

I replied to the inquiry of the Presi¬ 
dent by saying, that while 1 believed 
the people of Virginia were prepared to 
make still further fstcriflcea in support ] 
of the cause they held so dear, I pre-1 
ferred that the other Representatives 
from Virginia should be consulted, and 
suggested that they should be Invited to 
conference. 

This suggestion was adopted, and all 
the Virginia Representatives—fifteen 
In number—by the invitation of the 
President, met him. his Cabinet and 
Gen. Lee in the afternoon of the same 
day. at 4 o’clock.

At this meeting there was a full and 
free Interchange of opinion, and all the 
Representatives concurred in saying 
that the people of Virginia would be 
found ready and willing to meet any 
requisition that might be made upon 
them in the same spirit of loyalty and 
devotion that had characterised them 
since the commencement of the strug¬ 
gle. 

During the interview Gen. Lee ex¬ 
plained th© situation fully from a mili¬ 
tary standpoint. He referred to tho 
length of line he was obliged to i.e 
fend, to the number of effective men 
under his command, to the greit mr '• 
Ity of food for his soldiers and forige 
for Ills animals, but he did not ray, 
nor did he Intimate, In any manner 
whatever, that the cause was lost and 
that the time for surrender had come. 
Hi* was a soldier, and doubtless felt 
that ii was not his province to volun¬ 
teer advice to the political department. I 
but to make the best fight he could j 
with the means the Government w'Ai 
able to place at his disposal. During j 
the progree* of the war he published j 
battle orders in which he expressed 
confidence In the final result, and in ih* 
correspondence between Gen. Grant 
and himself he expressed the opinion 
that the emergency had not arisen to 
call for the surrender of hla army.

A Rugged People. 


The numerical importance of the Im¬ 
migration of Slavic women Is too small 
to warrant their being cohsliered os 
presenting 3ny special industrial prob¬ 
lem. They do. however have a com¬ 
paratively large economical importance. 
The man who is so fortunate as to be 
married can lake boarders $nd lodg¬ 
ers from among hls own countrymen 
and, perhaps, double the family in¬ 
come. besides gaining in importance us 
a '"boarding boss.” 

There is considerable overcrowding 
of families Jn some Slavic communities. 
Americans see the overcrowding and 
*he occasional rows, and are scandal¬ 
ized by the presence of one woman Jn 
r house full df men. They do n *t real¬ 
ize that for a young fellow to camp 
with a number of others in one room 
in the house of some relative or ac¬ 
quaintance may be not demoralizing 
but a safeguard. 

• • • 

Each Man Buys Own Fco \ 

Sometimes the men pay only for a 
sleeping place, sometimes they are reg¬ 
ular boarders. In a Colorado mining 
camp ten dollars a montn is a usual 
price In the latter ^aso. Another ar¬ 
rangement that is very ,cojnmon is for 
the mt*n to pay a certain sum (perhaps 
two dollars a montth, perhaps four) for 
lodging and w\»shlng and cooking and 
to buy tilveir own food. A single detail 
that one is told of over and over again, 
and which seems to be peculiar to 
Slavs, is for the men toibuy. or get the 
woman to buy for him. each hl>> oort 
separate dally supply of food If a 
woman has fifteen b.>arders she may 
have a butcher cut off and weigh fif¬ 
teen pieces of* meat and the men may 
sit down to supper together, each wKn 
!hls own separately cooked piece before 
him. A still stranger arrangement 
which someilmea occurs In the coal 
mining camps is for the contract to 
include the sendees of the woman rot 
only in having ready, ligninst the return 
from work, a tub of hot water for the 
absolutely necessary dally bath (wnich 
makes the dirty looking miner one of 
the cleanest of workingmen) but to 
engage her motherly help In the bath¬ 
ing operation Itself. Fhe comes In nnd 
in'rubs the grime off the minor's shvml- 
ders where he cannot get at It. 

Most young Slavic couples are them¬ 
selves conscious of the objection to 
sutfh overcrowding and lowering of the 
general tone of family life resulting 
therefrom, and there is happily a very 
strong tendency to abandon this source 
of in ‘OTne. On the whole, such "rough¬ 
ing it" would seem to be only a tran¬ 
sition phase necessitated by the exig¬ 
encies o-f the economic situation.

And on the subject of debutantes anl 
bride©. the letter of Lady Modish on 
the trousseau of Miss Gladys Vander¬ 
bilt is full of suggestive Importance. 

Wedding bells are tinging through town 
and country where all the world on** 
knows congregate*, and the hour of the 
debutante is arriving swiftly! 

Of al] the trousseaux toward which so¬ 
ciety gazes, that of Gladys Vanderbilt Is 
the most Important. 

The, wedding gown is to bo & heavy 
but very soft white satin, thick almost as 
lady’s cloth, but supple as crepe, and shot 
silver brocade will be Introduced. Some 
of the details of the gown have not ye* 
been determined upon, but the last model 
that was submitted, and that met with 
the approval of both Mrs. and Miss Van¬ 
derbilt. Is cut Princess, with a front 
panel of large-figured brocade. In which 
silver appear* lightly. 

Around the bottom of the skirt goes a 
wide lace flounce, draped and held 
In place by small choux of brocade. 

The same flounce Is w*orked most cun¬ 
ningly Into a drapery’ or Jabot to adorn 
the train, which, like the panel. Is of 
brocade. 

The bodice. Instead of fitting cjosely, 
show's gracefully-draped linen and is em¬ 
broidered in silk, with small flowers 
through which one occasionally sees a 
line of silver. The same design, en¬ 
larged. appears around the bottom of the 
skirt where the flounce Is caught tip. The 
fad for embroidering lace Is shown In the 
deep gulmpe of the bodice, which Is sim¬ 
ilar to that of the skirt, but much of the 
design is outlined with a silver thread. 

The satin Is brought over the shoulders 
in wide kimono effect and the short sleeve 
that comes below It Is lace drapery. 

Stockings to go with the gown are 
white silk, embroidered very* lightly In 
silver, and the slippers are of brocade 
like that of the gown, ind are ornament¬ 
ed with tiny silver buckles dotted with 
brilliants. 

Tt Is said now that the latest American 
addition to the foreign nobility will wear 
on the day of her marriage an old lace 
veil, to be sent by' the family of the 
bridegroom to whom it belongs. It will be 
partly held In place by a diamond orna¬ 
ment, to be the gift of her mother, and 
natural, but none the lees conventional, 
orange blossoms will form a coronet. 

I am struck with the range of mate¬ 
rials used for wedding gowns this sea¬ 
son As long a* it is white, the texture 
matters little. Panne velvet la now quite 
permissible If the bride selecting it be 
toll and has the "carriage” for it. Noth¬ 
ing con be lovelier in effect ttjan this, a* 
I saw evidenced this week. 

The gown In question Is for a tall, slen¬ 
der "girl"—by courtesy—for she has been 
out more than one season. The model 
suggests a princess, for sides and bAck 
are cut In one piece, but In front the 
bodice is separate from the skirt. 

Under each arm-seam the material is 
put In bias and then drawn across the 
figure In tight folds, fastening at the left 
side with a long narrow Jeweled buckla 

The skirt has a draped front panel. 
Around the bottom, sloping up toward 
the bark. Is a large scroll design done 
In a thick twist or rope of velvet, and 
there are loops of the same holding the 
draped lace sleeves In place. The vel¬ 
vet does not go above the bust line, but 
the upper part Is filled with a flat lace 
gulmpe. 

Instead of satin slippers those of suede 
are to be worn with this.

The Veil and How To Wear It. 


The matter of arranging a wedding veil 
appears very simple, and pretty when 
well done, but horribly grotesque other¬ 
wise. 

One can Lay down no rules for the sim¬ 
ple reason that each veil Is to be ad¬ 
justed In a way moet becoming to the 
wearer. 

Unless the veil Is reaJly beautiful lace 
tulle Is to be preferred to anything else 
Quite the newest ls that this shall be 
edged all around with a tiny knife platted 
ruffile. but unless great care ls taken 
in the way of putting It on. It will make 
the blushing bride look as though she were 
wearing the frilled cap of a maid. 

This can be avoided by keeping the ful¬ 
ness narrow on the head. 

As a rule the prettiest way to manage 
Is to make a couple of rosettes of the stuff, 
one on either side of the head. From 
these tt hangs in Us own way, much 
shorter In front than In back, where it 
should come to the bottom of the skirt. 

Draping the veil Is part of the personal 
work of fashionable New York dressmak¬ 
ing now. and though they may only stand 
by and suggest work for the gown Itself, 
when It eomos to the wedding veil no 
Angers but theirs manipulate It. 

If the veil Is tulle unruffled It Is the 
custom not to shape It until after being 
pinned on the head. Merely a long length 
of the thin material is taken, and is later 
K at th'* proper line 

A crepe so sneeny as frequently to be 
mistaken for satin, I think. Is the favorite 
of the many materials for wedding gowns 
It hangs and fits beautifully and has great 
possibilities* for futn»*e occasion* 

There Is no distinct model for brides¬ 
maid’s frocks, but there Is no doubt that 
a modified Empire is much liked and will 
be most frequently seen.

I have gone on the railroad 
through the rldh region^ of the lower 
Nile Valley, and am now In the upper 
end of Nubia, at the railroad station of 
HaJfave. which He© Just opposite 
Khartoum. My distance from the Medi¬ 
terranean Is equal to a straight line 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the borders 
of Colorado, and I am Just about as 
far south of Alexandria as New Or¬ 
leans Is south of the booming city of 
Winnipeg. From here I can get steam- 
era which will take me up the White 
Nile for mor© then a thousand miles, 
end there are something like 800 miles 
of available waterways between that 
point and the other end of the road 
which has been constructed from Cape 
Town northward to far beyond the 
Zamfbeet river.

Trains Like Ours. 


In thinking of the Cape-to-Calro 
route most people consider It as a con¬ 
tinuous railway system or of one iron 
track running north and south through 
Africa from one end fo tho other. This 
It will never be. We shall go by steam 
from Cairo to tho Cape; but almost 
one-third of the way will be over navi¬ 
gable rivers and lakes. This was the 
Idea of Cedi Rhode®, and it is tho 
idea of every practical engineer who 
has examined the country' and its traf¬ 
fic possibilities. There will be one 
railroad line running from Cape Town 
as far north as Duke Tanganyika, and 
another practically continuous rail sys¬ 
tem from here to Alexandria. The rest 
of the route will be made up of rail 
and water. The Whit© Nile above 
Khartoum may be paralleled here and 
there by iron tracks, but for a genera¬ 
tion or so, at least, the traffic will be 
by steamers as far as the Belgian Con¬ 
go, at Gcntdokoro, a distance of over 
1,100 miles. At that point there will be 
& railroad strip of 100 miles or so to 
Duflle, and then the Nile will again be 
UBod and steamers will go up It to 
Lake Albert and across that lake to its 
southern shores. Between Lakes Al¬ 
bert and Tanganyika will be a Uttlo 
more than 300 miles of railroad, with a 
sixty-mile ferryage across Lake Kivu, 
which lies between. Then will come 
the long stretch of Lake Tanganyika, 
consisting of a deep waterway 400 miles 
long, and then the southern section of 
the road, going almost straight south 
to Cape Town. 

• • • 

Progress of Work. 

So far more than 3,000 miles of Iron 
track have been laid on the northern 
and southern ends of the system. The 
southern section Is now about 2,000 
miles long. It has been extended from 
Cap© Town northward a distance cf 
almost 400 miles above tho Zambesi 
river, and there remain only 450 miles 
to construct before the trains can con. 
nect with the little steamers now on 
Lake Tanganyika. This section will 
probably bo completed In the near 
future, as the late Mr. Belt, one of 
Cecil Rhodes* partners, set aside in his 
will at least JkoOO.OOO for that purpose. 
I have before me a diagram recently 
Issued by the African World. whl:h 
shows the line of the route, and the ex¬ 
tent of the water and rail it will con¬ 
tain when completed. According to 
this tho total distance will be about 
&.900 miles, of which about 4,000 miles 
will bo railway and the balance taken 
up by the rivers and lake3 to which I 
have referred. 

I should like to take you with me 
over this fltvt great section of the Cape- 
to-Calro railway. We shall n d four 
days to go from the Mediterranean to 
the Junction of the White nnj Blue 
Niles, where I now am, but tho trip 
will be comfortable and there are great 
rights all the way. We start at Alev- 
tndrlw. the chief searort of the Nilu 


We take the express, and as w© go 
first-class we must pay three cents a 
mile. The second-class fare is m\j 
half as much as the first, nnd the third 
Is still cheaper. Every train has first, 
second and third class cars. Those of 
the first are divided up into compart¬ 
ments and ore patronized by tourists 
and officials. The second-class cars are 

liko those of our £mor1can 
Valns, having an aisle through the 
center; they are used by merchants, 
commercial travelers and well-to-do 
natjves. The third-class car- - - 
cheaply gotten up and their seats are 
wood benches; they are always filled 
with the common Egyptians, and for¬ 
eigners seldom travel in them. Our 
tickets are little blue cards with the 
price printed upon them in English amt 
Arabic. We have to show them to the 
guard as w e enter the train, and they 
are not examined again until they ore 
taken up at the gates at the depot os 

go out. 

We have from© trouble wttii our bag¬ 
gage. for. like the ordinary Atnoric|Ln, 
w*e are loaded with trunks. Only fifty- 
five pounds can be Checked without ex¬ 
tra charge, and my trunks often cost 
me more than my fare. We potloc that 
the English and Egyptian passengers 
put the most of their belongings into 
bundles and bags, which they nro al¬ 
lowed oo hringftnto the cars with them. 
Many a single passenger Is carrying 
four or five valises, each holding aa 
much os a small steamer trunk, and the 
compartments are half filled with such 
luggage. Every first-class car has u 
gu?rd or porter w*ho helps us off and 
on. and there are always fellahs at the 
depot ready to carry our stuff for five 
cents per piece.

“Then, too, his eyes are narrowed 
down to mere slits, and his face is al¬ 
ways more or less—generally more— 
tied up in double bow-knots. Add to 
this tlio glasses he always wears, and -j- 
you can figure out for yourself that it s T 
no easy job to get a pretty picture of A 
the President. t 

“Not tffat ho cares whether it’s pict- J. 
ty or not. Tho only pictures of him- j 
self that I ever knew him to take a real 
interest In are those Jumping ones’’— 
pointing to a series of snapshots of the 
President on horseback. “Ho put off 
a Cabinet meeting to have those pic¬ 
tures taken. 

“He had arranged with mo to call 
him up the first bright day suitable 
for instantaneous work. I did so about 
10:30 one morning. 

“ ’Why, I can't go this morning, he 
said. ’I’ve got a Cabinet meeting at 11 * 

“I said that was all right; there was 
no telling when we would have another 
day like that. but. of course, we might, 
and so forth. Well, the upshot of it was

“How about the present Cabinet?** 

“Root i* a fine subject. He is a man 
of superb training, of splendid poise 
and wide experience. He knows la-w to 
conduct himself anywhere you put him 
—and let me tell you that in front of 
the camera Is not the least trying po¬ 
sition In the world. 

“Why', there are public men who ab¬ 
solutely shake with nervousness wlun 
they sit for a photogroph. They turn 
deadly pale, and as for their hands they 
might almost as well have St. Vitus 
dunce. 

“Not that any of the Cabinet mem¬ 
bers are afflicted that way. Th-?y are 
all pretty' good subjects. Cortelyou is 
a sphinx who photographs well. 

“There’s a clever.man for you! Never 
says a word, but listens—listens— lis¬ 
tens. Hears you all through with—at 
least apparently—the keenest attention. 
Thfln makes a few rapid shorthand 
notea and sends you away, saying to 
yourself: 

“ ‘Humph! I rather think I Impressed 
him very profoundly the way I pre¬ 
sented that matter!' 

“I expect the shorthand notes go Into 
the waste basket a good deal of the 
time before the visitor is out of the 
house. But you don't know that. 

“Garfield is a good' subject. He’s 
good looking, and has had enough ex¬ 


perience in social matters to mak • him 
easy and not self-conscious. 

“Taft, too, is a good su' j ct. thiuqrh 
you might not think so. He Is the em¬ 
bodiment of good feeding. As for his 
size, there is really some advantage In 
that. He doesn’t try to pose. 

“Simply plants himself in a chair, 
and there you are. He can't get him¬ 
self into awkward kinks. It’s physi¬ 
cally' impossible. 

“Metcalf in a good subject; a little 
stem p::*rhapH, but that's not a s*rious 
fault in n public man. 

“I haven’t had a great deal of experi¬ 
ence with Straus, hut he Is a good 
subject, I think So Is Wilson, though 
he is a separate type In the present 
Cabinet. He Is content to b<? a p a n. 
simple old-timer, and tho consequence 
Is we gLt some excellent heads of h m. 

“Meyer Is more pictorial, und perhaps 
Bonaparte makes the least satisfactory 
picture of any of them.”

Culbertson's Superstition. 

“Some of them do. But they're 
rather a mixed lot from the photogra¬ 
pher's point of view. It's a sur* th ng. 
though, that two of them don’t show- 


up well for th« simple reason that you 
can't hire or hound them Into having a 
picture taken. 

‘There’s Senator UuTberson. of Texas. 
You cvui’t induce him to be photo¬ 
graphed, and he plainly admits <ihe 
rea**xi. Ho says that every time he 
hOs his picture taken «om* member of 
tvls family dies. Apparently he likes 
his family, for toe won’t risk cutting off 
any' of its members by being photo- 
gra»phed himseH. 

“Another man that won't have His 
picture taken is Ankeny, of Washing¬ 
ton. That man—’* the phertographer 
imule a gesture Of despair. “We've 
been after uftftt man for five years. 

“He makes appointments, but that’s 
n«ll the good It does. When the time 
coniee. he doesn’t. Sometimes wVve 
managed to g<et him actually into tihe 
same room with the camera and had 
him In a dtalr in front of It. 

“And then—then 'he reaches out for 
His hat. says: 'Excuse roe Just a mo¬ 
ment,’ goes ourt <md—we see him no 
more. Ami why he does It Is a mys¬ 
tery. 

“Do you remember Senator Vest? 
He was another man with a great aver¬ 
sion to having his picture taken. 

“One time, with the connivance of 
some of his friends, we Hid hhn sum¬ 
moned by messenger to come to one of 


the committee rooms, where we had 
everything in readiness to take a pic¬ 
ture. We tbough< he might be willing 
if he found everything prepaid. But 
we had made a big mistake. 

“Far from being willing, he was furi¬ 
ous when he s&W the camera, and 
swore with an eloquent asoortimen't of 
cusa words thrut it was a conspiracy, 
etc. He raged out of the room with his 
friends In pursuit. 

The fracas attracted more Senators. 
They took a huge interest in the mat¬ 
ter, and finally brought him back to 
the temporary studio and vowed he 
should have his picture taken If they 
toad to throw him dowm and sit on Wm 
during tihe process. 

“It was tihe most hilarious affair I 
ever took part In. At lens* ten Sena¬ 
tors assisted in posing him. By that 
time He was Joining In the fun. and 
I got a mighty good picture of him as 
a result of our combined efforts.

color phonographs are not yet on pa¬ 
per, but on glass, end have u» be held 
up to the light Hint the colors may be 
stien.

Potato or potato starch Is Utoe w-on- 
derful working material of th*> new 
plate. Tt is a pec uliarity' of starch that 
the little granules of which it is made 
up are all the same shape, and very 
much aill th-e same size. Different 
sUtrches differ: wheat starch la one 
shupe. arrowroot another, and potato 
starch a third. This last hns almost 
circular granules, and In the atitto- 
chrome plate these little circles are of 
such a size that a row of two thousand 
of them would make about an inch. 

The starch is divided Into three lots,

and each lot is dyed n particular color 
—violet^ green and reddish orange be¬ 
ing the three colors used. The three 
lets of dyed March are then m*ixed to- 
gi ther In such proportions that In the 
mixture no one color predominates. It 
is no longer cither red. green, or violet, 
but a kind of gray. A glass plate is 
coated with some sticky' substance, the 
gray powder Is sprinkled over It. the 
spaces between these tiny particles are 
filled up with black, and then, after 
rolling and varnishing, the plate re¬ 
ceives a sensitized coaling just like an 
ordinary plate. In the camera it is 
turned so that the light hns to pft«s 
through tlio glass and through tho 
starch layer before getting to the film, 
and a special “yeJlow sciei*n“ Is at¬ 
tached tn the lens. 

Simple as the preparation of the plate 
seems, it must be. In practice, one of 
the most refined manufacturing proc¬ 
esses. The colors have to bese* *:^ 
and blended with the greatest car*\ th-e 
tiny particles of starch must not over¬ 
lap to any appreciable extent, and tho

filled up with black pigment.

Dewey's Picture Sells Well. 

“Speaking of selling, I guess Dewoy 4 * 
picture still sell© to the general pub¬ 
lic about as well a© if not better than 
any of the rest- There is some call 
for Schley’s, but not much. Sampson 
never cared to have his picture taken. 
He was a very retiring man and avoid¬ 
ed everything of the sort 

“The members of th© diplomatic corps 
nr© almost all excellent subjects. They 
have had training which fits them for 
making a good appearance, and they 
never lack self-possession. 

“Temperamentally, too. they ar© 
more artistic as a general thing than 
the American man. All the Latin races 
make good ©ubjerts, but the Germans 
are the most addicted to being photo¬ 
graphed.

In fact, they all 
show* up well, though none of them, 
to my inlnd, gives a more Impressive 
and dignified portrait thun did th© lat© 
Sir Juliun Pauncefote,” 

“Ik photographing public men a vqry 
different matter ffom photographing 
ordinary huMnem men?" 

“Well, the man who is new to pub¬ 
lic life Is somewhat inclined to exagger¬ 
ate the Important© of b^ing photo¬ 
graphed and to regard U In the light 
of a semi-official function. That makes 
him a bit Miff He is thinking all the 
time of the lime-light and does nine- 
tenths of the posing himself. 

“But most of them are simple and 
straightforward. The Mg fellow© ar© 
almost always fine subjects. Some of 
the heads—there’s a row, for instance.

The chestnut seems thus far to 
fce the nut which lends itself most 
re* .lily to use on our tables* wheth¬ 
er as a savory or as a sweet. Until 
within a tew years its value was 
Icomma* ehieily to our foreign popu¬ 
lation, and to those -f us who, 
having traveled “far lands for to 
see.” had met the chestnut in re- 
ri^na where its possibilities were 
appreciated. 

Now it is rsnidly gaining an im¬ 
portant glace on our tables. 

Our native chestnuts are usualW 
too email to be entnlo.vt*d iti «•«*• »verv 
without an Amount of trouble in 
ration which makes the work 
a burden to any one whose time ls 
rt value. 

Its flavor is, however, all that one 
could desire. I have eaten purees 
and puddings and creams made from 
it which were not one bit behind 
those prepare l from the Spanish 
or Italian chestnut three times its 
•ire. 

BECOMING A STAPLE

The tyro in chestnut cookery is 
likely to have some trouble At hrst 
i their preparation.

On the other hand, if she boils 
them too long in her efforts to 
k seo the hulls she will have chest¬ 
nuts which are discolored i**** the 
i -.Ion of the cooking on tins outer 
shells. 

The Lest way to make them ready 
that l have thus far found is to 
boil them for about ten minutes and 
then remove the shells and the in¬ 
ner skin. 

The chestnut will not be cooked 
for eating then, but the outer coat¬ 
ing .411 come off with comparative 
ease a* » the peeled nut can then be 
boiled in water or stock or gravy or 
v.hat you will, to the desired degree 
•f tenderr « for use. 

I may add that chestnuts thus pre- 




pared may be used as sweet potatoes 
would be in a pio or pudding, and 
arc much like them in tluvor, al¬ 
though richer.

Tho lattor order seem* to 
have been gratefully accepted by the 
cringing public, for rarely la a woman 
been on the street this season without 
a veil of some sort or description. We 
Mho live In big cltlex have a large ux- 
bortment to choose from; those of uk 
who are favored with gold and shekels 
cun satisfy our every want and have 
n veil for each and every coahimo; but 
the woman who lives out of town, with 
a small purse, must manage with fewer 
veils and less conspicuous styles. 

These popular face coverings are 
rnado mostly of two materials—chiffon 
and net. A» both of these materials 
are to be purchased by tho yard In any 
department store, the making of veils 
at home Is easily accomplished and at 
a great saving of money. Brown Is by 
far the most becoming and most popu¬ 
lar color for aJI-round service. Brown 
net veils, made up cost from two to 
five dollars each at the stores. The 
clever girl can save at least one-half 
of this amount by buying brown “ring- 
dot** net at the lace akinter and malting 
the veil at home. Tho long sweeping 
veils worn so much last summer are 
past and gone. To-day the longest veil 
In demand ls a yard and a half. The 
ends no longer flow In the winds, mak¬ 
ing an ungainly sweep of chiffon flying 
after us.

By that I mean edgo 
the chiffon with three rows of tiny 
brown velvet ribbon or brown allk lace 
or Insertion with Irregular edge. Or 
If you wish it perfectly plain, then 
hemstitch It alt around or feather¬ 
stitch It with brown floss. You cannot 
buy narrow edgings or Insertion, but 
you can dye white lace in any desired 
shade by the investment of ten cents in 
any reliable dye. These chiffons and 
nets come in every conceivable shade, 
and any hat or plume can bo matched 
almost exactly. 

Nets that are double width should bo 
cut In half for ordinary slxcd hats. Put 
the other half away until the part you 
are wearing is soiled and muflsed. then 
take out Uie fresh one, and you will 
have pretty^ veils all winter. 

Veils are not worn In the evening ex¬ 
cept for the purpose of keeping your 
hair in order going to and coming from 
a certain objective point. If you wear 
a veil in going to the theater, recep¬ 
tion or other place of amusement you 
must take It off entirely when you ar¬ 
rive, but It Is always better not to 
wear them at ail after dark unless ab¬ 
solutely necessary as a protection 
against wind and bad weather.

Sealskin is al¬ 
most beyond the hopo of anyone ex¬ 
cept the fabulously rich, for the duty 
on It is about 80 per cent., making the 
cost double what ‘it was a few years 
ago. 

Those of you who have old seal 
should harbor -every inch of it.

Some very famous old Creole recipes 
that have coin© direct from old families 
may answer this cry. Surely th© 
Southerners live well if nothing else, 
aiid these recipes are delicious from th© 
old teat “Uii proof of the pudding is In 
the eating.7 

Canned fish of aJ! kinds, if the best 
brand* are purchased, help to change 
tho menu during the cold MdiUer days, 
and the recipe for Shrimp Fricasse that 
follows Mill make a very appetising 
dish Mhcn old recipes have grown 
stale: 

Shrimp Fricassee—Put a teaspoonful 
of lard In a raucepan; when it is hot 
stir in one spoonful of flour; stir over 
the fire until the flour ll a rich brown; 
then add one onion chopped fine, and 
when that hss fried a little (but before 
It broM-ns) add tM’o tablcupoonfuls of 
tema'HK**. Let it stew a little with the 
saucepan covered on a slow fire; then 
when the tomatoes have melted doM*n 
*uld two cups of hot water, season to 
taste with salt, pepper and cayenne. 
Let # dt stand a few minutes before din¬ 
ner. fhen pu\in the shrimps, one or two 
cans, according t© the number of 
guests. The shrimps M'iil break it put 
in too early. - 

Rice Is such a subslant lal and healthy 
vegetable, and yet Mhen served Just 
plain boiled the men In the family gen¬ 
erally say. “No. thank you.” Some time 
try the following for a change and so© 
what they Mill say: 

Creole nice—Wash one-hatf cup of 
rico nnd cook In double boiler until 
tender. Lay two good-sized pieces of 
bacon Into hot frying pan and cook 
to a cr.sp, but do not burn. Add to 
the*© drippings half an onion sliced 
fine, nnd broM’n, then add half a cup 
of tomatoes and the rice, season with 
cayenne pepper and salt and stew to¬ 
gether until It has oil blended. 

A very popular dish of beef, known 
in the South as “Grindcs.” is an appe¬ 
tizing dish that is easily prepared as 
follows: 

Grladva—Take two pounds of beef 


(the bottom round, if possible), all 
thin, trim off all the fat and cut 
pieces about the size of the Inside 
your hand. Put one spoonful of la 
In a saucepan. When the lard is h 
drop your meat. Mhich must bo fli 
properly washed, In the hot larj, add 
little salt, black pepper and cayenn 
cover the saucepan and let the me 
stew, of rather boll, for the juice 
the niurtt will boil out; stir occasjo 
a! y and let all the Juice cf the me 
bU out: when It begins to get dry st 
R till it browns. When It is of a nl 
brown color sprinkle in the saucepi 
about on© tcaspoonful of flour; whi 
that Is brown move it off the hot fl 
so that R will not burn and add thr 
or four good-sized onions sliced, ar 
three or four large tablespoonfuIs 
tomatoes. Let It all smother with tl 
cover on the saucepan, s:!rrlng once 
a while till the onions and tomato 
are all melted to a rich gravy, thr 
add two teuspoonfu'.s of boiling Mat 
and season to taste and let It bull aboi 
one hour more. A tiny bit of garl 
adds flavor if you like it.

In Shadow of Disgrace. 

Comedian , Probably Seen For Last Time , 
dieted Under Sword of Damocles- 
New York Stage Gossip. 
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[Correspondence of the Courier-Joumal.l 
, EW YORK, Nov. 8.—Instead of 
taking the moat pretentious new 
play of the week to begin with, 
and although that one Is a dram- 
itlsntIon of the somewhat famous 81r 
Gilbert Parker's novel, "The Right of 
Way." I yield to a Journalist s newsy ln- 
il lin t and give first space to "The 
r&nkec Tourist." I have seen four per¬ 
formances of Richard Harding Davis* 
mmedy of newspaper correspondents' hu¬ 
mor In the Oreoo-Turko War—first, when 
It was a plain play; next, when songs and 
lances had been Interpolated; again, 
when Raymond Hitchcock acted In It for 
the last time, and tlnally when a young 
actor was substituted for the terribly dis¬ 
graced comedian. Maybe it was a de¬ 
plorably morbid feeling that j. *de mo go 
to see Hitchcock perform on the evening 
of the day in which he had been arrested 
on a charge too nasty to partlcularlzo 
with pure Ink and a clean pen. It was 
sure that he would be taken to prison 
next day unless he fled the city, and I 
was curious to sec If he could be as 
funny as usual under such grave circum¬ 
stances. "Yes," Is the answer to that 
question In u general way. 

Almost all the pleasantry In "The 
Yankee Tourist" Is embodied tn a genially 
audacious liar who takes the name and 
fame of a certain war correspondent and 
hit- other than battlefield adventures. If 
you have not seen Hitchcock you proba¬ 
bly never will; he Is professionally dead 
and burled; so let ine tell you that he 
was a blonde with a hatchet face, a wry 
sort of comic smile, a speech in which ho 
scorned to exaggerate a naturally faint 
lisp for the mike of quulntnes*. and the 
manner of a village cut-up W’hp enjoyed 
Ms own fun. If only it made others laugh. 
He was pnrtlmilarlv prosperous, because 
"The Yankee Tourist." with an otherwise 
Inexpensive cast, drew heavily with him 
to point its fun. Ills talent enabled him 
to rise from clerking it at six dollars a 
week In a rural town to starring it 
through the country at. I guess, $40,000 
a year. Think what an Idiot lie was, be¬ 
sides worse things, to bum his fortune to 
ashes on the urar of degeneracy I 
• • • 

“Thank You—Good-Bye.” 

Even the pn>fessliorct.l observer of stage 
ennortulnmcntii can hardly rid himself of 
the lilted* «n that a comedian must feel 
05 funny ns he looks. I «?xpected Hitch¬ 
cock to show, Jf not a lugubrious aspect. 
n«t least a mixture of genuine sadness 
with his counterfeit caletv. But he did 
not. Hd* iestJn* may have hail a little let* 
of lih uauiU Kpontanolty, and his antics 
may have hacked quite their former spirit, 
but the faUvrur oft was barely perceptible 
fo me. and the audience Wiis as morrv as 
though nothing dreadful had happened 
iu him. Once, he seemed unable to give 
another onccre verse to a song. In which 
he personated u droll rustic; but, pulMng 
himself together resolutely and remark¬ 
ing. "If you want H from me. 1 cun give 
U to you." Iw rang a fifth station so 
heughaibly that a sixth was demanded 
with much enthusiasm. At the end of

Charley Steele la an unbeliever In Chris¬ 
tianity until, with an undivoreod wife who 
believes him dead, and a fiancee who, 
being a Human Cathcdic. mustn’t many 
him, the horns of hlk dilemma threaten 
to impale him on «arth and toss him into 
hell’s torments hereafter. Charley’s wife, 
deeming herself u widow, marries an af¬ 
finitive lover, and then the play stops, 
with Charley bidding an adieu of agony 
to his sweetheart. U may be for years, 
It may be forever, and there is no in- 
supetAblo reason why they may not coroo 
to a hug again in a year, a month, a 
week or a day. So most of the auditors' 
sixth acts are likely to let Charley wed 
his new girl. Parker himself made a 
diama out of "The Right of Way." but 
couldn’t find a manager who would put 
It on the stag*. Ther. 'Presbrey sketched 
a stage version likelier to prove prac¬ 
ticable. and Parker became too busy 
with politics In Parlnmcnt to fool w’lth 
th stage, and Presbrey was licensed to 
go ahead In his own way. 

That way has yielded a diversely power¬ 
ful drama. Firstly. It is a religious play 
which, with slight amendment, m'ght be 
made Chi 1 st'only orthodox. Charley 
Steele, a cynical i^nd inebriate Montreal 
law yer. Is a rellglou* unbeliever, who asks 
questions without getting any answers, 
so that no lesson is taught by bln skep¬ 
ticism. A day’s wonk on the manuscript 
would make It a theatrical sermon for 
Christianity. As It is, tho man Is l**ft an 
agnostic, with no help by the novelist or 
the playwlight to decide whether he Is 
right, wrong or part way both in his 
negative unbelief. Secondly, this la a play 
of n ental malady, and In that respect It 
is highly satisfactory. Charley suffers an 
utter loss of memory, so that he knows 
naught of his pnst life. The opportunity 
for an exposition of the potency of Chris¬ 
tian piety has been set aside. Rosalie, 
the forest maid, whom Charley encounters 
fondly during nis spell of aphasia. Is a 
devout Christ'an. so why not let Tu-r con- 
veg him to her simple, trustful faith and 
thereby make of "The Right of Way” a 
problem pluy with Its puxxfo solved to the 
satisfaction of Christians. Thirdly, two 
distinct varieties of normal, human, 
earthly yet ndmlruhlq love, are Illustrated 
In th* acting version of "The Right of 
Way.” One U the love *twlxt the sexes 
of Charley and Rosalie, a highly sophisti¬ 
cated man and a s f mi»le-miudcd girl, per¬ 
sonated exactly right by Guy .Standing and 
May Buckley. The other love is that of 
Joe Portugal*, a French Canadian, lum¬ 
berman. for Charley, who ns a lawyer has 
saved him from the gallows. 

Joe’s love Is the ncme«of admiration, 
gratitude and friendship. Have you ever 
seen Theodore Roberts act? H«* la one 
of those delineators of character whose 
make-up is always a disguise, whose 
speech Is adaptable to any needed variant, 
and who therefore, fixes none of his own 

f ersonality In the theatrical public mind. 

Us comrade In this play, the handsomo 
Guy Standing. Is an example of the op¬ 
posite type of actor: for Standing’s voice 
la never differential, and his npi>earanco 
is hardly ever altered. Roberts and 
Standing nr* starred now for the first 
time in their lives, ana. for the reason 
I have given. Standing will he 1lk*l!or than 
Roberts to xaln vogue therefrom; for his 
attractive IndJvlqdn tllty ts on full view, 
while Roberts Is hidden completely in the 
whiskers*, the mannerisms and ih* patois 
of the French -Canadian, who speaks hts 
odd English. By the way this peculiar 
American, wdth a dialect all hi* own. and 
the characteristics of a man-sized boy, 
has not be**n ro well presented nn the 
stage before this; and may he he Isn’t 
worth whll*; hut Roberts does well with 
him. and tho sure outcome will he ex¬ 
ploitation of him In a Kanuek play. 

To gvt back to "The Right of Way." 
Tho title Is pertinent to the right of 
Charley tn have hi* wav t«» happiness 
with Rosalie and Joe. An alienist re- 
stores Charley's memory of his wife In 
Montreal; hut she. believing him dead, 
and having never loved him. has mar¬ 
ried the man of her heart'* choice; while 
he, away oft In the Canadian forest, has 


found a new’ Joy of life- with Rosalie; so 
why shouldn’t ho start a new period of 
existence with the arousal from his spell 
of aphasia? But the community la intense¬ 
ly rel 4 finus in a hidebound way; Its 
church disapproves divorce, anyway, and 
Is censorious as to his intimacy with the 
maiden; bo he decides to go away, leaving 
the girl behind him. But Prysbrey, as I 
quote him. I.censes his audience to con¬ 
coct a sixth act in which Charley rm»y 
return to w-dlock with Rosalie and 
friendship with Joe. 

Away back In the time of John 
Brougham, ho wmote a travesty of tho 
story of Capt. Smith and Pocahontas, 
and It tickled me so nearly to death that 
I ought not to be alive to-day. It began 
with Breugluun. as a Powhatan with an 
Irish accent, Saying to his squatted brave* 
in a morning pow-w’ow. after a night of 
firewater: "Now that we have slumber¬ 
ed off our private dizziness, let ub proceed 
to public blzxineas." It ended with a 
chorus In which the refrain was twisted 
to "Hooray for Poky Smith and Capt. 
Hontoa," and to my youthful sense of 
humor no appeal between those points, 
m‘W j*ef-mingiy dull, was mnde In vain. 
On getting Imme from a performance or 
another or'ravftganz* of "Pocahontas, 
the other night, n d having *oen that even 
tlilx new* one lagged behind lift- theat¬ 
rical process!'n, I hunted out a copy 
of the Brougham piece, shook th« dij*t 
from lt.1 and read It through It was 

w*’tt!en In rhym**s. *prlnkl*‘d with puns. 
In tho nlnnner of burlesque In the Lydia 
Thompson period, when New York life 
hnd not vet been br'skened to the fast 
gait that now yields matter for stag** 
foolery; yet Brougham’* "Pocahontas re¬ 
mains n wittier composition than Bar- 
net’s. which. In Its turn, fall* to satisfy 
Broadwav’s requirements In the way or 
merriment.

Representative Brownlow, of tho 
First district, the absolute boss of Ten¬ 
nessee patronage until a year ago.

In Production of Pig Iron During 
Month of October. 

Cleveland, O.. Nov. 9.—Reports from 
the Industrial Iron trade reveal some 
remarkable conditions. Although for a 
number of weeks new business hns 
been reduced to a very small volume, 
statistics of production for tho past 
month show that seldom in the history 
of the trade have such large tonm^s 
been turned out. For example, the 
American Bridge Company, the largest 
producer of structural material, turned 
out 60.000 tons last month, but rotd 
only one-thLrd of that amount. The 
great plants of the United States Steel 
Corporation at Chicago and Pittsburg 
made surprising records. The Carnegie 
Steel Company, for example, broke fif¬ 
teen records at its various plants. The 
Illinois Steel Company not only bn^kc 
all its previous reoorda. but did so in 
every individual department In all three 
works—South Chicago. Milwaukee and 
Joliet. 

Even more surprising than all of 
these was the blast furnace production 
for October which, according to the 
statistics of the Iron Trade Review, 
reached a new high point In the history 
of the trade, the production being 2.- 
352. 530 tons, compared with the largest . 
previous output. 2,791.030 tons, ln May 
of this year. In other word* the pro¬ 
duction for October wns at the rate of I 
about 28 . 000.000 *ons a ye^r. The st.Vl*- ’ 
tics for November will doubtlers tell a 
vasiv different story.

The cancellation of orders 
has been generally for cars of neither ex¬ 
treme in prl^e. bought by that large class 
of persons who make much money, but 
whose earnings vary and who live up to 
their Incomes and almost never have a 
surplus.

The 
common clincher type In us© on cars to¬ 
day is practically the old bicycle clincher 
made larger and thicker. The principle Is 
the sain©. An exception to the rule Is the 
Fisk mechnnlcially fastened tiro, which Is 
put on with bolts, so that it cannot be 
tom off. This exception was designed for 
automobiles, and so far os 1 know It is 
tin? only one. 

"The others are little more than grown¬ 
up bicycle tJres; which Is odd when one 
considers the amount of inventive Inge¬ 
nuity that has been expended In the ail- 
'tonvobite field and the number of acci¬ 
dents caused by tires pulling off " 

• • • 

Although there Is m» practical electric 
prime mover or generator* for electric en¬ 
ergy. yet electricity is such an extremely 
simple and flexible agent to transmit and 
control, that to-day, for all purposes, 
power. Instead of being taken directly 
from the mechanical prime mover, or be¬ 
ing mechanically transmitted therefrom 
by means of belts, shafts or gears, is now 
transformed Into electrical energy for the 
rake of gaining the advantages of trans¬ 
mission. control and power application 
which this agent secures. This Is not 
restricted to transmission of power over 
long distances, but In the self-contained 
factory building it has dispensed with 
the older method of belts and shafting, 
while In th© steam vessel and warship 
electric power Is used for practically all 
auxiliary power service, such as steering 
gear, hoists/turret and gun training and 
other purposes. 

The explosive engine is probably the 
least flexible of any of the prime movers. 
No matter how many cylinders it may 
possess, it ran develop no turning effect 
when at a standstill, like the steam en¬ 
gine or the electric motor, yet Its slm- 

r rtlcity. lightness and economy have made 
t the most suitable prime mover for au¬ 
tomobiles. 

It is not surprising that there have 
been many attempts to apply electrl* 
transmission to automobiles. This has 
been done by having the gas englno drive 
an electrl* generator, which In turn 
drives electric motors connected to the 
driving wheels. This total transforma¬ 
tion of the mechanical energy of tho en¬ 
gine into electrical energy, and the re- 
transformation by means of the motor 
into mechanical energy Is very heavy 
and Is Inefficient. 

• • • 

Hundreds of owners, of automobiles 
have been at a loss to 'understand the 
reason for two big shows In New York 
and why It Is that the cars displayed at 
one show atm not 10 b.* seen, to some 
extent at least. In the other exhibit. The 
prime reason, it may be briefly explained, 
hinges upon the divergent views taken by 
different manufacturers upon the valid¬ 
ity of the Selden patent \yhen George 
B. Selden Invented his gasoline driven 
car in 1877. he evidently had no Idea of 
the enormous growth that tho motor car 
Industry would attain within compara¬ 
tively few years or tho legal entagle- 
menta that would ensue. 

Mr. Selden** patent, which was appliod 
for In 1871* anil granted after undergoing 
certain amendments in 1895. U the foun¬ 
dation upon which the Association of 
Licensed Automobile Manufacturers rests. 
Its members, thirty-one In number, are 
popularly referred to «v the licensed mak¬ 
ers. aud they arc the sole exhibitors of 
automobiles tn Madison Square Garden. 
They recognize th? £<lden patent as tho 
bash' element of intvir.al combustion en¬ 
gine construction, and each member pays 
a royalty upon all the cars he manufac¬ 
tures.

T;i©ae in¬ 
vestigations really don’t Involve any st - 
cret work at all. The toppy horse gam¬ 
blers ore frank enough In puuittg lit 
men from whom they get r.ng credit 
next to the approximate tlnoncial shape 
they're In. They consider that no more 
than fair. A barker wants to know 
w’liuu # behind a fellow* to whom he makes 
a sizeable loan. When a bookmtikei ex¬ 
tends oredU to a big bettor ae is Lading 
him money to all Intents and purposes. 
If th© bettor wins he collects on the mil 
from th© layer. If he loses, why. he owes 
the layer money. 

"All of that being the case. It Is. as l 
say, the only fair thing that the main 
line layers should know where the top- 
notch gamblers stand, and they do know,

Sam Crane Declares Some of the Diamond Stars Ought 
To Be Handled Without Gloves 


T HE mlnut© an athlete becomes & 
salaried man, w'rltcs Sam Crane, 
for the New York American, th© 
Instant he can se© a stipend com¬ 
ing the 1st and 16th of every month, then 
what before had been a pure love of ©port 
become* a business, and from an athelete 
who w’ants to excel, owing to the natural 
red blood that was sent down to him from 
his forefathers, he becomes more or le»4> 
of an athletic mollycoddle, and looks be¬ 
fore he Imps. 

And allow me to whisper than when an 
athlete looks before he leaps, the old cur¬ 
tain might Just as well be rung down, as 
far as personal Interest In his own In¬ 
dividual supremacy goes This la plaJn 
talk, and It is meant to be. 

Professional baseball players have been 
used altogether too nicely for their own 
g»xid. It Is not their fault altogether that 
they are mollycoddled to get th© beat out 
of thorn there is in them. There was an 
awfully bad start made by those people 
who had th© first development of th© pro¬ 
fessional ball player. It was the almighty 
dollar, too, that caused all the trouble 
Tho minute th© money end of baseball 
was made pre-eminent to the sentimental 
part of it. then the time arrived when 
the big-salaried player became the star, 
and pre-empted the right to figure in the 
spotlight. And often It was more by right 
of prestige than by actual ability. 

This has l»©en the ca«© ever since the 
first baseball player was paid money, or 
an extra emolument, by reason of his 
(often supposed) superior ability aa a 
player. 

How many ball players are there now 
featuring in both big leagues as plkyers 
drawing the biggest salaries who are In¬ 
ferior to many of those who are "glad 
to be alive?" There ar© quite a few, 
anyhow*. 

It has been an idea of owners of clubs 
and managers for many years back that 


to get th© l»e*t work out of players they 
should be handled with gloves, and tfoe 
softest of the mittens at that. But let 
me tell you that the mailed fist would, 
often have been the proper and best 
caper. 

There Is no claw of men in this coun¬ 
try or any other who draw as big wages 
for the time they work or are used as 
w’oll as the professional ball player. They 
have been nursed and pampered to the 
point of ridiculousness—to the danger 
point. In fact. 

The time haa corn© for a change. Thvy 
should be made to Jfolnk and do like other 
men It is. of course, the right thing to 
use them In a Just and fair manner, but 
when It becomes necessary for an em¬ 
ployer or manager to "knuckle" to their 
unmtfisonable Idiosyncrasies It Is time to 
caH a halt. / 

Th© actions of certain players of the 
Giants on their last trip, when they vir¬ 
tually laid down by not trying to do their 
best, is only an Instance of %*hat profes¬ 
sional ball players will do for a labeled 
future grievance. 

There are many ball players who have 
perpetual grievances, and the one that 
looms up In their minds the biggest is. of 
course, a release, which means a minor 
league berth. 

It Is a peculiar thing with hall players, 
as It Is wth others w*ho bare been before 
the pubic for years, that they never can 
slow up. If they are accused of It then 
some on© has the hammer out. They 
never can go bark, In their own estima¬ 
tion. 

Tho great trouble Is tnat ball players 
have been mollveoddled altogether too 
much. Things financially and in other 
ways have been mad© so unreasonably 
easy for them that they look for alto¬ 
gether too much and sulk when there is

The last 
time he ran he was quoted at 1 to 7. und 
It was a whopping, almost an idiotic, 
price for us to lay against him. Well, the 
plungers who are in the gume to-day 
would not, I actually believe, stand to go 
absolutely broke on Colin racing against 
the same horses he's beaten repeatedly 
If we were to offer them the amazing 
price of even money against tfo© dead cer- 
laJiuy. They'd eat us ailve If we mode 
’em ihat offer, of course, but not one of 
them would stand a sure enough tap on 
It. That sort of thing belongs to the 
past 

"Money’s too hard to get. and you may 
truj-rt the big boree gamblers, moat of 
wtvom have com© from nothing, for know¬ 
ing that Take Charley Ellison. I really 
beiiev© that ("barley Is the biggest winner 
this year, outside of John w. Gates - 
Gates’ was $250,000 In front of us when he j 
quit and wc*nt to Europe. I believe Char¬ 
ley Eillson has taken $200,000 from the 
books this year, most of It bet on his 
own horses—and he has taken down a 
chunk In stake© and purses besides. Now, J 
does anybody who knows him suppose 
that there la a chance *.n the world that 
Ellison will ever go broke, short of n 
mlracie' , Not much! He had to take tool 
many hard knocks In getting where he 1 
new Is to stand for thAt. 

"He was, you rem^mher, a Jockey's 


valet at on© time. He acted as valet for 
Tommy Bums, who’s been riding abroad 
for the last few years. He began with 
th* proverbial shoestring, and he ran It 
Into a tannsrv. and you can gamble that 
he’ll always have the tannery. He’s not 
close, nor tight-waddlsh, nor anything Ilk** 
that. He’ll bet you $20,000 on tho thing 
that looks right without a quiver around 
the corners of his mouth. But he's si- 
ways betttng th© outside fringe of hfs 
velvet, and foe'll go tr> his tomb with the 
main swag. He's adding to the main 
body of the bunch all the time nnd put¬ 
ting the capital further out of his reach. 
And so <$o most of them 

"Th© bookmakers themselves—th* lead¬ 
ing ones. I mean—don’t put all *cf tb lr 
eggs In one basket these days. T! y ve 
all sorts of outside sources of Income 
which are never touched, no mat Ur huw 
the game wings against them at~ the 
tracks. Take. Sol Lichtenstein for one ex¬ 
ample. H**8 In Wall street bigger than 
a wnolf from one year’s end to the other 
and during most of the time he’s been 
beating tho market coming nnd gong 
He Is back of certain payirilT mutters 
having to do with heaped-up stocks of 
chins that take up his time at night. 

"How h© stands this perpetual gambling 
gaff, by th© way. Is more than anybody 
can figure out. In Wall street all the 
morning, nt th© track all the afternoon 
at the place where the chips are heaped 
up at night—:nce*?ant. unbroken gum¬ 
ming of alii sorts during all hjs waking 
hours— 1 don’t see why It doesn’t kill him. 
and yet he's as husky and strong as a bull 
moose Besides these things he has real 
estate Investments that keep him Jump¬ 
ing to attend to them, and all that sort 
of thing No blow or series of blows de¬ 
ll vered at him nt the race tracks could 
possibly smother him They might dam¬ 
age him up some, but they couldn’t send 
him to the rng for the count. That’s th© 
way it Is with most horse gamblers, lay¬ 
ers and playere. They may be got to 
rocking by the hors*'©, but not to th© 
teetering over point. They simply w'on’t 
lmvo that. 

"There are tens of thousands of dollar© 
owing to the b*> «t (%jp stag© of 

the season, a* Is usually the^caae. But 
the ow'©d money |« a heap better than It 
used to be in the old days. It's just as 
good as Government bonds. In fact, and 
non© of th#' creditors of the ring Is pos¬ 
ing a minute’s sleep over it." 


SOME OF THE STAR PERFORMERS AT THE FAQ END OF THE HARNESS SEASON. 
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P HILADELPHIA. Pa., Nov. 9. 
—(Special.)—The first big games of 
the Intercollegiate football season 
of 1907 wriM be played next Satur¬ 
day, when Pennsylvania meets Michigan 
at Ann Arbor and Yale plays Princeton 
at New Haven. In addition to those con¬ 
tests Harvard lines up against Durt- 
mouth ~ at Cambridge. Cornell tack!©* 
Swarthmore at Ithaca, the Navy ar.d 
Pennsylvania State play at Annapolis. 
Williams and Amherst will tight It out at 
WYtlamatow'n. the Carlisle Indians pluy 
Minnesota at Minneapolis nnd Wisconsin 
meets Purdue at Lafayette, Ind. The two 
big games, the Pcnnsylvanla-Michlgan 
and Yale-Prlnceton affairs, will occupy 
the limelight, as the formir will do much 
toward settling the much-discussed ability 
of Western and Eastern football and the 
latter wlW likely prove the beat game in 
the East of tho season, for the Yale-Har¬ 
vard affair looks foopelessly Yale. 

• • • 

There has seldom been a s**asdn in 
which th© result of the big games has 
been so much In doubt. The big teams 
have, for the most part, confined their 
exhibition© to old-fashioned football, in 
the meantime working out the forw'onl 
pass In secret, preferring on the whole to 
suffer defeat to showing their cards to tho 
teams they wilt meet tn their Important 
matches. Jn Some cases defeat has been 
the result, with considerable criticism al¬ 
ways attached. The good forward juumos 
— und there are few or them—have proven 
to be negative once a team of equal 
strength knows th*em. a© was th© case 
w'hen Princeton stopped Carlisle’s scoring 
play of live Pennsylvania game; and this 
point has been the means of confining 
the play to otd-fJUrtrloned line snuuth.ng 
and end running formations. Saturday 
Pennsylvania. Michigan, Yale and Prince¬ 
ton will all have to use ail the football 
(hey know, both old and new. for c»on*» 
have foes that will put them to greater 
test this season These two game© are 
likely to prove the hardest and closest of 
the big Intercollegiate set. 

# • • 

The Pennsylvania-Michigan affair is 
likely to be a strange one in regard to 
the forward pass and & contest which Will 
prove the above-mentioned statement. 
Neither of th*«e teams has used this play 
to any extent In their gnmes to date, un¬ 
til U has been a necessity, and as a re¬ 
sult neither Is confident of its ability to 
work it successfully, on the other hand, 
b«*th ©(evens have a powerful old-stvlo 
attack, and the forwards of the two ar© 
splendid physical specimens capable of 
playing each other to n standstill. Th© 
game will bo a better one than lost aea- 
pon s. as both elevens have improved con¬ 
siderably over that Rtandurd, especially 
Michigan, whom this year Yost has 
rounded together Into one of hi© old fight¬ 
ing ipachines. 

• • • 

In tbs Yale-Prlnceton game more at¬ 
tention will be jm,ld to th© forward pass 
thAn in the Michigun-Pennsylvania. con¬ 
test. by reason of the fart that Princeton 
has subsisted upon It, offensively and de¬ 
fensively, this fall. Yale, too, has proven 
she understands a thing or two about 
new football, und *he will be up to her 
mettle to win the game this year. Tho 
fact that it is to be pl&ved up Yale’s 
grounds should aid the Eli eleven to a 
considerable extent, as Princeton'fs bet¬ 
ter at home; in fact, sho rises above 
herself when fighting (pr victory in New 
Jurqey. 

In tho games played to date there wer© 
many surprises. Princeton’s victory over 
Carlisle, in New York, was perhaps the 
greatest one of the ©eaadti. owing to th© 
fact thut the Indians had uctuully sub¬ 
merged Pennsylvania the wi-ek previous, 
and by meuns of her new’ footballs There 
Wcr© odds quoted on Carlisle before tho 
grflne by men pverontbused by the scoro 
sho had mad** against Pennsylvania, yet 
there was reully no justification for this 
as Carlisle’s scoring play against Pennsyl¬ 
vania was an easy on© to stop, and should 
have been ©o far the Quakers. Few foot¬ 
ball men who have followed the gam© 
with any degree of study this fall be¬ 
lieved Carlisle able to master Princeton, 
for Princeton knew CnrlMeN attack, and 
consequently overcame it from the start.

und kicked a goal from the field. Tho 
piny was. of course, not allowed, as the 
Pali had not been put In play. After It 
v.as lawfully put In play, Vanderbilt fail¬ 
ed to repeat, though she tried the same 
thing.

Harvard, Yale and Cornell ail * had 
trouble In their games with Brown. 
Washington and Jefferson and Western 
| I’nlversity of Pennsylvania, respectively.* 

! Harvard was entirely outplayed by Brown 
and the latter was only prevented from 
winning by the call of time in the first 
half, wh4ti she had the ball on th« Cilm- 
s son’s fivi-yard line. In the second half 
she waV the first to score, and then 
Harvard hammered out a touchdown ami 
won the game by kicking a goal. Brown 
having failed to do this Yale found 
Washington and Jefferson a touglmr prop¬ 
osition than she hoped for. and she sadly 
missed Coy. her sophomore fullback, who 
Is as consistent a player as there Is on 
the Blue's team It was a splendid 1> ace 
Washington nnd Jefferson made, after

The most striking sample of how ball 
players when working as a team do •many 
things instinctively Is shown by the play 
of O’Leary and Schaefer around the sec¬ 
ond sack for the champions. The Dutch¬ 
man and the Irishman are as Inseparable 
ns twin brdthers, they know each other’s 
Innermost thoughts. Neither of them 
know anything about telepathy, but they 
have both told tho writer or how they 
work around that sack without ever look¬ 
ing at each other.

This method. I ur.derstnnd. Is to dlvldo 
the number of games won by the total 
number of games pitched. So many 
things besides the pitching enter Into tho 
winning or losing o( u game, 1 . «.. the 
fioidlng. batting and base running of the 
two teams, that the method described 
does not nnd oarinbt Indicate fairly ani * 
fully the work actually done by ir pitcher 
"For example, a pitcher may pitch 
perfect bag—that Is. allow no hlU. give 
no bases on batlx and hit no one with a 
pitched hall—and yet lose flhe game 
through tho fielding errors of his team 
mates. Dcaptee his good work he Is cred¬ 
ited with a lost gams. The opposing 
pitcher may have a number of hits msds 
off of his delivery, give a number of 
bane* on hails, and yet, because of the In¬ 
ferior fielding of his oifTto* ” 1 ** he end- ' 
lted w<lth winning the game. In suoli 
•tinea, and in many now used for calcula¬ 
ting the pitchers' averages Is altogether 
inadequate. 

"It seem* to me that a much fairer and 
more accurate method of calculating a 
pitcher's average wotUd to to subtract 
from the number of opponents legally at 
bat tto number of hits made off his de¬ 
livery, the number of bases on balls giv¬ 
en ami the nhmtor of totters hit by 
pitched halls, dividing the remainder by 
tho numtor of opponents legally at bnt 
plus the number of hours on balls given 
and the number of batters hit by pitched 
batls.

"Calculated by this method, th* pXeh®' s 
average Is the percentage of batters dis¬ 
posed of (or what would nave been dls 
posed of except for fielding errors 1 out of 
the total number who have legally faced 
him plus those those who given bases on 
tolls and hit by pitched bal s. The sys-, 
teni which I propose *Jimlnates such ex¬ 
traneous factors, as the hatting base run¬ 
ning of a pitcher's team mat** nnd the 
fielding and base running of his oppo¬ 
nents. It also eliminates, to far as can 
to Simply done, the fielding of hh own 
tram In brief. It Is very nearly an exu*t- 
criterion of the work the pitcher him**’, 
has done—which Is tho thing desired.

"As sn example of how this system 
compares In Us results with the pres nt 
method I give the following tab!* of the 
work of the pitchers of th* Philadelphia 
Huh of the National League, th* data 
given being unofficial newapiper figures.

DISCREDITS STORY THAT 

HER HUSBAND LIVES. 


Capt. Janies Murta, for nearly, half a 
century identified with the trade on the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers and their 
tributaries, died at 6:30 o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon of hemorrhage of th* 
brain at the home of his son-in-law, 
Albert Keller, 3204 Dudd avenue. He 
had been retired from active duties for 
something over a year, but hud been 
111 for only a few days. The hemor¬ 
rhage was brought on as a result of 
his general debility. 

A native of Ireland, he made his way 
to America alone at th© age of thir¬ 
teen years and, arriving at New’ Or¬ 
leans, engaged with a florist In that 
city. He did not remain with his flr.d 
employer for long, however, soon find¬ 
ing employment on the steamers In the] 
New’ Orleans and Louisville trade. He 
later became an employe of the com¬ 
pany now’ operating under the name of 
the Louisville and Evansville Packet 
Company, and remained with It con- I 
slantly until he retired about a year! 
ago. He rose through the various post* 
to those of captain and mate. His Iasi 
command was the steamer Mattie 
Hay*, which sank in Salt river when 
he was In command of her. After that 
time, while he remained in active ser¬ 
vice, he held the portion of a mate. 

• • • 

Fought for the Confederacy. 

When the Civil War broke out Capt. 
Murta immediately joined the Confed¬ 
erate army and took up service on a 
gunboat on the Mississippi river. The 
boat was one of those which guarded 
the river ports of the South ami which 
went to the assistance of Vicksburg 
when it was besieged. In a gunboat 
fight, in which the oSuthern cause was 
defeated. Capt. Murta was taken pris¬ 
oner. With other Confederate soldiers 
he was taken to land at Vicksburg and 
hurried to Nashville, where he was 
turned over as a prisoner to Union 
soldiers. He remained In prison for 
several months, but on regaining free¬ 
dom re-entered tho Confederate army 
in the Infantry. He was in several of 
the most importan conflicts of the war, 
both on land an water. ^ 

As a riverman he was known by h 
thousands all the way from Pittsburg N 
to New Yorlean*. and his exploits still J 
are

badge which goes to show that Capt. 
Murta brought out the steamer John 
Gilbert from the Tennessee river with 
the largest cargo of cotton and peanuts 
ever brought nut of that river by a 
steamer. This was in 1886. Capt. Mur¬ 
ta was always an enthusiast 1 and al¬ 
though he passed his seventieth birth¬ 
day this last summer he got his mas¬ 
ter's license renewed only about two 
months ago. 

During the half century or more 
when I'apt. Murta. was a steamboat 
official he served as captain of the bil¬ 
lowing boat*: The Rainbow, Gray 
Eagle, James Guthrie, Reabree <’h;^. h 
and Mattie Hays. H^ was also first 
mate on the James Gilbert.
